Vows 'Never Again? 
BOY PULLED 
FROM WELL 
TO SAFETY 


LENORE, W. Va. Ml—After a 24-hour rescue 


plight and with hope dimming, a 15-year-old youth 
was pulled from a caved-in .water well Saturday— 
bruised, scratched and caked with mud. 


Leonard Boyce was haggard-looking but smiling 


weakly when weary rescue workers freed him from 
the collapsing wall early in the evening. He was 
placed on a stretcher and sped by ambulance to a 
hospital in nearby Williamson. 


He climbed into the well in this southern West 


Virginia hamlet near the Kentucky state line at 5:15 
p.m. Friday to inspect it before cleaning. But he 
apparently dislodged a rock and part of the well's 
wall collapsed. He was buried up to his shoulders 
about 14 feet below the surface.

RESCUE TEAMS had to be careful because part 


of the wall of the well gave way each time they 
tried to reach him. They finally openqd his way to 
freedom by digging a trench to the point where he 
was trapped. 


"I knew I was a goner," the boy said at the 


hospital where he was treated for frost-bitten feet 
and was fed intravenously. "Several times I thought 
1 was a goner." 


"I asked God for forgiveness for all I've done,"

In our modern society, murder is a fairly common oc- 


currence. 


A major weakness in the veneer called civilization is 


that it has a tendency to crack. 


When that happens, hatred and violence spill out — 


the rules are violated — the result is homicide. 


Murder can range from the mass slayings of Hitler's 


hordes to the sorrowful act of a father who softly snuffs 
out the life of hi3 suffering child when hope no longer re- 
mains. 


Slayings are committed out of hate, fear, jealousy; for 


profit, revenge, macabre thrills. Some are meticulously 
planned, others wanton acts of the instant; many are the 
outgrowths of long frustrations which in a blinding mo- 
ment explode into violence. 


Murder is a celebrated crime — in plays, songs, books 


and motion pictures. 


Because of the horror — it shocks the mind — lurid 


details are discussed again and again. All too often, ac- 
counts of the crime bypass the people involved — homi- 


cide involves people — victims, suspects, families and the 
community. 


SCANT MOMENTS DURING the midnight darkness

Klunker Makes 
Good—Too Late

Central Long Beach is not keeping pace 


with the "dyrfamic changes" taking place 
around it. For some years, it has been suf- 
'fering " decline in its economic vigor and 
a rise in physical obsolesence." 


These "dynamic changes," however, 


particularly the shoreline development and 
other major public works, make 1967-68 
the appropriate time to launch a revitaliza- 
tion program for downtown Long Beach. 


These are the conclusions of a "Recon- 


naissance and Programming Study of Cen- 
tral Long Beach," p r e p a r e d by Victor 
G r u e n Associates, an architectural-plan- 
n i n g-engineering firm, 
for Downtown 


Long Beach Associates. 


The Gruen firm proposes that a "de- 


tailed work program" be instituted, to ex- 
tend over a 20-month period, in order to 
draft plans for development of the Central 
Area. 


Financing could best come from a joint 


c i t y-private enterprise participation, the 
survey said. 


Gruen proposed seven goals as a "nu- 


cleus" for the Central Area development 
program: 


1. Strengthen and exploit the full po- 


tential of Central City as an important of- 
fice c e n t e r for financial, administrative 
business and governmental activities. 


2.. Strengthen Long Beach's position as 


a tourist center by creating a central unit 
combining its "excellent cultural, recrea- 
tional facilities, the expanding convention 
activities, and the necessary supporting 
commercial uses into one plan." 


3..Create a strong image of Central 


City through establishment of a definite 
sense of identity by developing clear phys- 
i ca I boundaries, gateways and emphatic 
focal points. 


4. The creation of a "compact, intense 


and recognizable" commercial retail core. 


5. Improve the living environment in 


the Central Area with special attention to 
a variety of dwelling types, vehicular and 
pedestrian separation, open s p a c e , land- 
scaping, recreation and educational oppor- 
tunities. 


6.. E s t a b I i s h strong vehicular and 


pedestrian ties between the outlying parts 
of the city, airport and peripheral areas of 
the Central City. 


7. Make the private Investment sector 


aware of its vital role as the primary mov- 
ing force behind the implementation of a 
plan, and impress upon it the necessity for 
remaining as the catalyst in the revilaliza- 
tion of Central City. 


The report e m p h a s i z e d in several 


places that Central City is "so indefinable 
that the visitor — be he employe, shopper, 
conventioneer or tourist—cannot clearly 
perceive entering or leaving Central City." 


It called this a "very significant prob- 


lem," but said some correction already is 
being effected through the widening and 
landscaping proposed for Ocean Boulevard 
between Alamitos and Golden avenues and 
of Long Beach Boulevard from Ocean Bou- 
levard north. 


Obsolescense 
i s "prevalent" 
among 


many commercial structures in the down- 
town area, but said "aggressive r e n o v a- 
tion" would "soon provide new jobs and 
recapture vital tax monies now leaving the 
city or bordering outlying areas within the 
city." 


PUBLIC transportation is now meeting 


the needs of the average individual, the 
survey said, but the growth of Central City 
may hinge upon other types of transporta- 
tion, and all forms of mechanized trans- 
portation — especially systems in the de- 
velopment stage — should be investigated. 


A major problem, the report said, is 


that many lots in the Central Area are rel- 
a t i ve 1 y narrow, reflecting needs of the 
1900-20 development. 


To be truly effective, the development 


must seek "a feasible method of assem- 
bling small lots into large parcels." 


The report cited the $80 to 5100-million 


shoreline development, particularly point- 
ing to the proposed Magnolia Bridge, Pa- 
cific Terrace around the expanded Audito- 
rium-Arena complex, the proposed Pier J 
marina, Belmont Plaza Recreation Center 
and Belmont Pier, and Long Beach Marina 
and Marine Stadium. 


There is a "definite need" for new ho- 


tel and motel units to accommodate the 
tourist trade, which has "increased sub- 
stantially," the report said. 


IT NOTED that new restaurants have 


been built in the city, but primarily in East 


Long Beach and Belmont Shore, and said 
such facilities must be built in the Central 
Area to supply tourist and convention de- 
mands. 


The survey expressed the Gruen firm's 


confidence that the Central Area can be 
revitalized as "a h i g h l y successful busi- 
ness district, an outstanding cultural cen- 
ter, and a vital catalyst for the surround- 


ing region." 


"The C e n t r a l City is the necessary 


missing link in the overall chain of devel- 
o p m e n l s, and a successful program will 
not o n l y complement improvements al- 
r e a d y accomplished, but will recognize 
a n d provide for improvements presently 
being considered in the planning process," 
the report concluded.

Senate Battle in S.F. Puts 


Free Counsel 
Reagan Strength to a Test 


H O N O L U L U W l — An American Bar Association 


sludy group recommended Saturday that lawyers be pro- 
vided for all needy criminal defendants whenever a jail 
term is a "practical possibility." 


"Counsel should be provided to any person who is fi- 


nancially unable to obtain adequate representation with- 
out substantial hardship to himself or his family," the 
ABA advisory committee said. 


It added: "Counsel should not be denied to any person 


merely because his friends or relatives have resources ade- 
quate to retain counsel or because he has posted or is ca- 
pable of posting bond." 


The committee's recommendations were made public 


following the ABA's 90th annual meeting here. They are 
tentative in form and subject to revision by other A1!A 
groups.

THE SUPREME COURT has ruled counsel must be 


provided for the trial of needy defendants charged with 
serious crimes. But it has yet to say whether the constitu- 
tional right to counsel applies in misdemeanor cases. Low- 
er courts are divided. 


In this sense, the ABA study committee, headed by 


Judge Warren E. Burger of the U.S. Circuit Court of the 
District of Columbia, took an advanced view of the consti- 
tutional guarantee. 


"As a matter of sound judicial administration," the re- 


port said, "it is preferable to disregard the characteriza- 
tion of the offense as felony, misdemeanor or traffic of- 
fense." 


The committee also recommended provision of coun- 


sel in extradition, mental competency, post-conviction and 
other adversary proceedings which arise from the initia- 
tion of a criminal action. 


The report proposed partial payment of defense costs 


by those who can afford it, emphasized that defense law- 
yers should be supported with investigators and experts 
available to wealthy defendants, and said defender sys- 
tems should be d e s i g n e d as a career service. Salaries 
should be set at a level that will attract and retain skilled 
and experienced lawyers, the commitee said.

THE YEAR TH EK1HSCHKES moved to Long Beach 


— 1963 — when Jack was reassigned to Downey, was also 
the year Elaine's business ran into trouble. • 


"Her firm went into a general assignment for the ben- 


efit of c r e d i t o r s , and the assets were used to pay off 
debts," Kirschke explained. Almost immediately Elaine 
went to work as designer for a Los Angeles fashion house 
at a salary of $250 a week, Kirschke said. 


The business trouble left the Kirschkes with a tax 


problem, and he was forced to borrow $5,000. "We were 
perpetually in debt, and that loan in additionn to withhold- 
ing taxes seemed like a millstone around my neck," he 
said. 


"There've been reports we made $40,000 a year, but 


that isn't true. Our gross i n c o m e was a lot closer to 
$30,000. 


"I made $1,500 a month, and Elaine made $250 a 


week. Figure it out. My take-home pay was, about $407 
every two weeks, and hers was $196 a week," Kirschke 
said. 


And living at 185 Rivo Alto Canal, in the Naples area 


of Long Beach is expensive. 


Although'their modest duplex apartment rented for 


only $175 a month, there was the addtional cost of a slip 
for the 33-foot sloop Kirschke enjoyed sailing, there were 
parties, trips, college expenses for Doug, and the Long 
Beach Yatch Club, where Jack is secretary and a life mem- 
ber. 


"Everyone sort of got swept up in things here, and 


something was always happening. 


"I guess it probably costs a couple $250 a month for 


the Yatch Club . . . at least it did us,"- said Mrs. Patricia 
Katz, 171 Rivo Alto Canal, neighbor and close friend of 
the Kirschkes. 


"People would sometimes just go from party to party 


on the weekend, and the conversations would carry from 
one place to the other. 


"Then, there were the monthly club activities, and the 


trips . . . we went to Hawaii a couple of times, and down 
to Baja. We were a friendly group," she added. 


JACK AND ELAINE were accepted as part of a group 


that was "almost inseparable for at least three years." 


Friends say they were a sophisticated couple with a 


" r e l a x e d " relationship toward each other. Jack knew 
F.laine was dating another man, and according to testimo- 
ny before the grand jury, once remarked, when asked how 
he felt about it, "She's worked hard all her life, and she's 
over 40, so she might as well enjoy herself." 


But everything wasn't idyllic in the relaxed relation- 


ship. Testimony before the grand jury relates to battles be- 
tween Jack and Elaine, and friends say Kirschke was often 
"moody. . . sometimes depressed, other times jovial." 


"He enjoyed parties, and he liked to talk about his 


work," Mrs. Katz said of Kirschke. "He was a stickler for 
precise language, and had great powers of concentration. 
Sometimes at a party we'd find him alone in a corner, just 
reading or thinking." 


Elaine, Mrs. Katz said, had often talked of a divorce. 


"Just last Christmas, she called me down to her apartment 
and we talked about it. She said she wanted to wait until 
Doug finished school." 


Investigators, examining the apartment where Mrs. 


Krischke and Drankhan met death, found a note written, 
according to testimony, by Elaine. It said the couple would 
live in separate bedrooms "without sexual provocation or 
invitation" until May 1, 1967. Then, the note added, "for a 
one-year period we will cohabitate with the understanding 
that neither one will seek out the'companionship of the 
opposite sex in any manner."

else Elaine told me," Mrs. 
Katz said. "She told me 
she's had a premonition 
that something was going 
to happen to her while she 
lived in that house. 


"She said it was an eerie

MILLIONS OF AMERICANS WON'T GET A CENT

Then, in Janu- 
ary, 1950, she went back to 
work in the same industry 
under the same penion plan 
until J a n u a r y , 1966. She 
had worked 29 years under 
the pension plan. 


At 62 Mrs. X, t h e n a 


grandmother, was eligible 
for Social Security. She de- 
c i d e d to retire. When she 
a p p 11 i e d for her ILGWU 
pension she found that she 
was not eligible for it, be- 
cause the pension plan pro- 
vides that women of 62 and 
men of 65 with 20 years "of 
attachment to the industry 
in the last 25 years immedi- 
ately preceding retirement" 
are eligible for pension ben- 
efits. With 29 years of serv- 
ice, Mrs. X did not meet the 
specific "20 y e a r s in the 
last 25 years" r e q u i r e - 


• ment. She would have had 
to c o m e back one year 
s o o n e r after her break in 
service in order to be eligi- 
ble at this time for a pen- 
sion. 


So she, and thousands of 


others who have left their 
jobs for v a r y i n g periods, 
are entitled to no pensions.

T h e s e checks 
would have allowed him to 
l i v e comfortable, even if 
modestly, for all his years 
of retirement. 


The facts belie the prom- 


ises. Of the m i l l i o n s of 
workers covered by private 
pension plans, only 4 out of 
every 10 will ever collect a 
cent. The other 6, some of 
whom may have participat- 
ed in pension plans all their 
working years, will get ab- 
solutely nothing. They will 
have to struggle along on

IN FACT, in union nego-

Richard Harris squinted 


a g a i n s t the sun beaming 
down through a roof sky- 
light into his office and 
mopped beads of prespira- 
t i o n from his brow as he 
talked.

E. A n a h e i m St. to make 
way for expanded o p e r a - 
tion.

to get jobs for the unem- 
ployed and underemployed. 


Mrs. Bernice Lowery's 


case is an example of what 
the N A P P program is ac- 
complishing. 


For the first time in her 


l i f e , Mrs. Lowery, mother 
of seven children, can see 
her way out of the maze of 
poverty. Her job didn't ex- 
ist six months ago and if it 
had, she w o u 1 d n 't have 
been eligible for it. 


Today she is a communi- 


ty worker — a newly creat- 
ed position — for the Los 
A n g e l e s County Depart- 
ment of Community Serv- 
ices. Hers is a civil service 
job that recognizes experi- 
ence as a aide in an anti- 
p o v e r t y project as a job 
qualification — t h e first 
such official recognition in 
county government. 


Mrs. Lowery of 1085 Cal- 


ifornia Ave. started with 
NAPP as an aide. She was 
assigned to the county Pro- 
bation Department in Long 
Beach to assist deputy pro- 
bation officers by attending 
conferences, p r o v i d i n g , 
transportation, h e l p i n g 
families, doing paperwork 
and working with young of- 
fenders.

Services, meanwhile won 
a p p r o v a l from the Civil 
Service Commission to cre- 
a t e the job of communtiy 
worker. Mrs. Lowery's ex- 
perience with the probation 
department made her quali- 
fied for the post. She and 
a n o t h e r person were the 
f i r s t hired for the new 
county posts. 


This again is only a step 


for Mrs. Lowery. She is in- 
volved in a work-study plan 
started by Powell's depart- 
in e n t and patterned after 
the t r a d e apprenticeship 
program. She works a 40- 
hour week, and also attends 
Long B e a c h City College 
classes working toward an 
AB in sociology. 


This will probably lead to 


a better job in the county 
department. For this Long 
Beach woman it is the be- 
ginning of a career and a 
way out of a series of dis- 
mal, deadend, unrewarding 
jobs. 


H a r r i s said unemploy- 


m e n t and underemploy- 
ment is a problem in Long 
Beach and needs the full at- 
tention of city officials and 
private industry. "Our pur- 
pose," he said," is not only 
to find employment, but to 
f i n d jobs with dignity for 
b o t h the unemployed and 
the underemployed."

UNDEREMPLOYED, he 


said, is a p e r s o n who is 


working f o r a low salary 
and not to his full potential. 


O f t e n , the jobs Harris 


s e e k s to find don't exist. 
"They are what we call new 
careers," he explained. 


A new career might be a 


nurse's aide, social worker, 
s c h o o l helper, child care 
aide, or an assistant teach- 
er. 


"Each of these jobs," he 


explained, "can l e a d the 
person i n t o a professional 
c a r e e r . A nurse's aide 
might continue studies and 
become a registered nurse. 
A teaching aide could be- 
come a teacher." 


Long Beach, Harris said, 


should adopt a "do it your- 
self" philosophy about find- 
ing jobs for the less fortu- 
nate. "It is s i m p l y good, 
sound business," he assert- 
ed. "The more people you 
have w o r k i n g, the more 
money flows into the city's 
economy. The more people 
that are gainfully employed 
the less crime you have."

Ashbury district, h o m e of 
the "flower children," and 
the Indians are g i v i n g no 
quarter. 


Center of the Indians' 


fight is the headquarters of 
t h e American Indian His- 
torical Society located just 
off Haight Street, and lead- 
i n g the battle to preserve 
Indian culture against hip- 
pie infiltration is the socie- 
ty's founder and president, 
Rupert Costo, 61. 


Costo, a full blooded Ca- 


luiilla, went on the warpath 
against the hippies when a 
local columnist suggested 
"the hippies are American 
Indians . . . the gathering 
of b e a d e d and bearded 
t r i b e s has begun in San 
Francisco. 


COSTO T H I N K S the 


wearing of Indian garb by 
hippies is designed mainly 
to t a k e advantage of cer- 
tain southwest Indian reli- 
gious rites, such as the use 
of the hallucinatory drug, 
peyote. But there can be no 
r e a l comparison between 
the Indian and the hippie. 


"Indian life, even in ab- 


original times, w a s highly 
ordered," he said. "Every- 
one w o r k e d . No Indian 
would ever take peyote for 
kicks. And, no Indian went 
unbathed." 


L l o y d House, a Navajo 


and member of the Arizona 
State Legislature, was a re- 
cent v i s i t o r to Costo's 
headquarters a n d had his 
first look at the flower chil- 
dren. 


House had originally ex- 


pected to meet them under 
. less relaxed circumstances. 
An ex-Marine, he said there 
. had been rumors of a hippie 


"invasion" of t h e Navajo 
reservation e a r l i e r this 
year.

"WE WERE r e a d y for 


them," House said. "The 
Navajo police were go ing 
to kick them out." 


Like Costo, House thinks 


the hippie is not really hip 
to the Indian. 


"The h i p p i e says he 


likes the Indian life and 
m a n y of them feel that 
means free love and drugs," 
he said. 


"They're w r o n g if they 


think we use peyote as a 
drug. P e y o t e is used as 
• wine .and bread as in Chris- 
tian churches." 


"And an Indian used to 


be killed by other Indians 
for being unfaithful to his 
wife. Indians are clean. 
Holy mackerel! The Spanish 
ordered the Indians not to 
wash so much."

psychedelic w i t h a much 
longer h i s t o r y than its 
cousin, LSD. 


A task f o r c e of biolo- 


gists, chemists, doctors and 
psychologists from the Na- 
t i o n a 1 University and the 
National Polytechnical I n- 
stitute i s undertaking the 
research program. 


The so-c a i l e d "magic 


mushrooms" produce e f- 
fects like those of LSD and 
o t h e r psychedelic drugs 
now in vogue in the. United 
S t a t e s. They have been 
used for centuries by witch 
doctors and priests of pri- 
mitive c u l t s among Mexi- 


co's Indians. 


The study has two goals: 


t o determine whether the 
mushrooms could be profit- 
ably used in psychiatry, 
a n d to investigate Indian 
customs in use of the drug. 


W i t h the spreading use 


of psychedelic drugs in the 
U.S., migrant hippies from 
north of the b o r d e r have 
been s e e k i n g out Indian 
s o u r c e s to provide them 
with samples of the mush- 
room. 


Those who have tried the 


mushrooms say they have 
one serious drawback that 
tends to limit their appeal 
to thrill-seekers: They inva- 
r i a b I y make the used vi- 
olently ill before "the trip" 
takes hold.

i c Treaty Organization is

when NATO m o v e s from 
'aris to Brussels in the fall.

THE REASON for the re- 


thinking is that the govern- 
m e n t s in the alliance are 
acting now on a conviction 
t h e y have held for some 
time: war with the Soviet 
Union in Europe is unlikely. 


The West Germans have 


nearly 800 F104G Starfight- 
er;;. 
Most of them 
are 


equipped to carry a nuclear 
b o m b as far as western 
R u s s i a — though they 
c o u 1 d n't get back. They 
also have two battalions of 
P e r s h i n g missiles which 
could reach no further than 
W a r s a w from West Ger- 
man soil, plus shorter range 
tactical nuclear weapons. 
A m e r i c a n soldiers have 
trained West Germans in 
their use. 


But n o n e can be used 


without the American war- 
heads. The chances of West. 
Germans secretly making 
or otherwise obtaining a 
warhead of t h e i r own are 
considered remote. Konrad 
Adenauer promised when 
he was chancellor that he 
would not make such weap- 
ons in West Germany and 
his successors have repeat- 
ed the pledge. 


Communists nevertheless 


argue that this country is 
run by ex-Nazis thirsting to 
r e v e n g e their defeat of 
1945. They contend that al- 


though West German lead- 
ers say they want no con- 
trol of n u c 1 e a r weapons, 
they have not promised to 
refrain f r o m getting them 
in other countries or from 
building them on foreign 
soil. They note that a 
strong current of West Ger- 
man official opinion favors 
taking pVrt in an Atlantic 
or European nuclear force, 
and an e v e n stronger one 
wants to keep a hand in nu- 
clear delivery systems.

THE COMMUNISTS con- 


clude that a West German 
nuclear attack on Russia is 
p o s s i b l e , unlikely as it 
seems to Western govern- 
ments. This, they say, is 
why they are so eager to 
have a treaty to outlaw the 
spread of nuclear weapons. 


President Johnson 
also 


wants such a t r e a t y , but 
with the idea of improving 
relations w i t h the Soviet 
U n i o n , separating it still 
further from Red China — 
w h i c h would not sign the 
treaty — and halting trou- 
ble in such dangerous spots 
as the Middle East and the 
Indian subcontinent. A fad- 
ing away of West German 
nuclear potential could help 
him. 


There also are big strate- 


gic and financial questions. 


Pentagon experts think 


planes are not the delivery 
vehicles for nuclear weap- 
ons of the f u t u r e . Some 
have been heard to say that 
in view of the West Ger- 
mans' bad experience with 
the 
Starfighter — they 


h a v e had more than 70 
crashes — it was probably 
a mistake in the first place 
to yield to thier wishes and 
redesign as a nuclear car- 
r i e r what was originally 
m e a n t to be an ordinary 
fighter-bomber. 


The Starfighter can also 


deliver conventional bombs 
and at U.S. Defense Secre- 
tary Robert S. McNamara's 
suggestion the West Ger- 
mans now are giving more 
emphasis to that job in 
handling 
the Starfighter. 


American officials i n s i s t 
there is no basis for West 


German suspicion that he 
wants to denuclearize the 
Starfighter altogether, but 
the suspicion persists, none- 
theless.

IN ANY CASE, the Star- 


fighter will become obsolete 
in the early 1970s and the 
West 
Germans 
have 
to 


start thinking about wheth- 
er they want a successor 
and what its capabilities 
should be. This may be 
touched on in Washington 
and certainly will be part 
of the NATO discussions. 


Chances appear s l i g h t 


that U.S. authorities will 
favor a nuclear role for the 
Starfighter's successor, or 
that they will be willing to 
sell the West G e r m a n s 
nuclear m i s s i l e s with 
enough range to hit the 
Soviet Union.

number of Britain's Queen 
Ma^—Ior whom the giant 
1 i n'e r was unintentionally 
named. 


Itjwas calculated by ma- 


r i n'e architects who de- 
sigrfed the Queen that she 
had! to be 1,019 feet, six 
incrjes long so that she 
could sail from Southamp- 
ton to New York 
every 


other Wednesday. 


To be profitable for the 


C u n a r d-White Star Line, 
the Q u e e n Mary and her 
slightly larger sister ship, 
the Queen Elizabeth, had to 
be a b l e to make a round 
trip every two weeks. 
* * * * 


TO DO THIS, the Mary 


had to be capable of mak- 
ing an average of 30 knots 
duripg the 3,160-mile North 
Atlantic crossing. 


Cunard's engineers added 


up the number of hours in a 
week, subtracted the num- 
ber of hours it would take a 
brigade of scrubwomen to 
clean the huge liner in port 
while she took on supplies, 
such as 83,000 tons of fuel, 
70 tons of meat, and 6,000 
pounds of coffee especially 
ground to American tastes.

Repeated History Makes Eerie Reading 
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Race Track 
Case Only 
an Example 


IT IS NO coincidence that the 


bad smell from the proposed Del 
Mar race track.lease grows ranker 
with the disclosure of secret meet> 
ings hy the official agency respon- 
sible for the award. 


Atty. Gen. Thomas C. Lynch 


charges that the executive commit- 
tee of the 22nd District Agricultur- 
al Association's board met secretly 
on 25 to 30 occasions to consider 
the lucrative lease for the state- 
owned property. 


The board twice awarded the 


prize to Del Mar Associates, toss- 
ing out a higher bid by the San 
Diego County Turf Club. 


Justifiably suspicious, the state's 


Department of General Services 
rejected the award. Later the legis- 
lature passed and Gov. Reagan 
signed a bill freezing any leasing of 
the track through Dec. 31. 


According to Lynch's report, se- 


cret meetings of executive commit- 
tee members occurred at San Die- 
go hotels, Sacramento motels and 
on airplanes. 


These closed sessions, the attor- 


ney general explained, were de- 
fended on the theory that a meet- 
ing does not occur officially unless 
a majority of the board is present. 


Lynch commented that this kind 


of p r o c e d u r e makes the public 
board meeting a "predestined for- 
mality." 


He has charged a conflict of in- 


terest on the part of one board 
member. This may or may not be 
provable; and if proved, it may not 
be a violation of state law. . 


In any event, the closed meet- 


ings, the excuse that the letter of 
the law does not apply under the 
conditions, the questionable award 
of what promised to be a profitable 
b u s i n e s s — all form consistent 
parts of a bad package. 


State law r e q u i r e s that the 


board meetings be public. Lynch 
now wants the law strengthened to 
make it mean what it seems to 
mean. He also recommends strong- 
er safeguards against conflict of 
interest and for the protection of 
bidders. 


By rejecting the lease, the legis- 


lature and the governor have dem- 
onstrated they are alert to this par- 
ticular transaction. They should go 
f u r t h e r and reform the whole 
range'.of laws that enable state 
agencies to discharge public busi- 
ness in secret. 


The race track lease is only one 


symptom of an abuse not limited 
to an agricultural district board.

THE Y E A R S 1929 and 1967 are 


twins !n time. 


An e d i t o r of 1929-r-on a twilight 


zone v i s i t to the city room of this 
morning's newspaper—w o u 1 d have 
difficulty finding any difference in the 
flow of news from the world's capi- 
tals. 


Only the names would be changed. 


The time traveler could use the same 
h e a d l i n e s that ran in the closing 
months of the flaming youth era. 


But history always repeats itself, 


you say. Of course, but not with such 
accuracy within a 12-month span. The 
similarities b e t w e e n 1929 and 1967 
are so many and so. sharply akin as to 
be eerie. Consider these news events 
culled from the yellowed journals of 
1929: 


— C h i n a , ripped by civil war, has 


broken diplomatic relations with the 
Soviet Union. Both n a t i o n s have 
massed troops on the Manchurian bor- 
der and there are reports of clashes. 


—Fierce fighting has broken out be- 


tween Jews and Arabs at the Wailing 
W a l l in Jerusalem. American Jewry 
holds huge rallies to aid their co-reli- 
gionists. 


—Riots with much bloodshed and 


arson are erupting across the United 
States. The authories blame them al- 
ternately on economic despair, racial 
unrest and Communist agitation. 


—Pacifists m a r c h and orate on 


campuses and through major cities. 


—Scientists a r e seriously discuss- 


ing going to the moon, and rockets are 
being tested. 


—The U.S. Post Office is in a mess, 


losing m i 11 i o n s of dollars and says 
rates must be boosted. 


—The movie industry is under fire 


for too much n'u d i t y and violence. 
There are demands for censorship. 


—The P r e s i d e n t of the United 


States and his Cabinet are rapped for 
distorting the. news and attempting to 


REPORTER'S 
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control the press. The stench of cor- 
ruption still hovers over Washington. 


—The youth of the day are accused 


of lacking respect for authority and of 
being a generation of debauchers. 


— C h u r c h leaders decry a break- 


down in moral standards. 


HAD ENOUGH? Those are only a 


sampling of the many strange similar- 
ities between the years 1929 and 1967. 
This reporter started noticing them 
while thumbing through "Time Cap- 
sule-1929," a compendium of that 
year's issues of Time Magazine. Some 
research on old n e w s p a p e r files 
strengthened the belief that the years 
were time twins. And if we can learn 
from history, perhaps we can read our 
own future by going back 38 years 
and seeing how things turned out. 


For China, of course, the situation 


became Turmoil Sub Gum. The forces 
of Chiang Kai-shek seized the Russian 
owned Chinese Eastern Railway. The 
S o v i e t s immediately seized it right 
back after r o u t i n g Chiang's troops. 
The Chinese army was uptorn by mu- 
tinies. All the western powers, includ- 
ing the U.S., sided with Russia, sent 
what were called "stiff warnings" to 
the Chinese, and then turned to other 
matters. 


The situation in Palestine was kept 


from boiling over by the presence of 
British troops. President Herbert Hoo^ 
ver expressed his deep sorrow at the 
p l i g h t of the Jewish people, then 
turned to the fishing news. 
. . 


The rioting in the U.S., while main- 


ly of the labor variety, did have some 
racial tones and c o m p a r e d very 
strongly with today's outbreaks in the 
economic despair of the rioters. Al- 
most all persons in authority called 
for stem, swift a c t i o n . Police and 
troops fired on rioters, killing many of 
them. Others were imprisoned, some 
few were d e p o r t e d as aliens. Still 
more were lynched. "We know how to 
handle them," a policeman in North 
Carolina said. 


As for the pacifists, they made a lot 


of noise, acting very unpacific in sev- 
eral fistfights, left college, got jobs. 
Most of them later fought in World 
War II. 


HOLLYWOOD did crack down on 


nudity, though not on violence. There 
followed an era of milk-and-water 
films so maudlin and wholesome as to 
cause today's reaction—nudity. 


Self-Taught 
Safety Plan 
for Boaters 


ACCORDING to the State Har- 


bors and Watercraft Commission, 
about 400,000 boats are using Cali- 
f o r n i a waters, "indicating that 
boating has become one of our- 
most popular sports." 


In any event, the total is increas- 


ing fast. 
: 


One national estimate is that.the 


number of pleasure craft in the 
U.S. has risen from 4,333,000 to 8 
million within two years. And the 
trend is toward ever more power- 
ful motors. 


The net effect is to increase 


boating hazards, many of them 
arising from new and unqualified 
operators. Last year 1,318 persons 
died in boat accidents in this coun- 
try and 1,555 others were injured. 


Legislation has been introduced 


both in Congress and in the Cali- 
fornia Legislature to license power 


boat operators, such as auto drivers 
are licensed. 


So far, none of the bills have 


been enacted. They are opposed by 
most boating people as well as the 
Coast Guard. The ' latter, which 
acts as ,the main enforcement arid 
rescue agency offshore, lacks per- 
sonnel for handling even these du- 


• ties as efficiently as it would wish. 
A licensing law would be highly 
expensive and possibly ineffective. 


The Coast Guard suggests, in- 


stead, more intensive instruction 
of boaters for their own safety. 
And the boat operators themselves 
must take some initiative if that is 
to be achieved. 


One step that California enthu- 


siasts can take is to study thor- 
oughly the contents of a 24-page 
booklet issued by the State De- 
partment of Harbors and Water- 


• craft. It is available to any boat 
owner upon request to the depart- 
ment at Sacramento. 


The department also issues a 


number of special safety pamphlets. 
F l e d g l i n g boat operators who 
value their property as well as 
their lives would do well to keep 
the official guidance handy for use. 


Butterfly 
''New Victim 
of Sprawl 


IF IT IS possible for a news sto- 


ry to be both alarming and charm- 
ing, this is a fair description of the 
report that Miss Ivy Lemon of 
Massachusetts is concerned but op- 
timistic about the decline in the 
.butterfly population. 


" l Miss Lemon told a conference of 


naturalists at Amherst that these 
rural creatures, so rich in color and 
poor in life-span, have decreased 
by as much as 75 per cent. But she 
stoutly refused to concede that 
they will go the way of the con- 
trasting dinosaur, to total extinc- 
tion. 


Few of us expected to see the 


day when the survival of the but- 
terfly would become a topic for 
serious study and a vigorous cru- 
sade. Apparently that time has 
come. 


Miss Lemon blames the decline 


on the bulldozer. Others attribute 


it to the spray gun. In either case, 
the underlying reason is the in- 
crease in human population, which 
means urbanization of the coun- 
tryside and the more intensive use 
of insecticide to grow more food 
for more people. 


Unless people like Miss Lemon 


get the situation under control, it is 
possible that the butterfly may ul- 
timately be found only in wildlife 
sanctuaries, no longer a pleasant 
and frequent a 11 r a c t i o n of the 
spaces between cities. 


We hope the lady from Massa- 


chusetts rallies a successful cam- 
p a i g n . After all, the dictionary 
makes the butterfly synonymous 
with l i g h t and brightness, two 
qualities also diminishing in our 
troubled world.

The Captain Danced a Jig 


W A S H I N G T O N —Word came 


from the Pentagon last week that the 
venerable old battleship New Jersey 
will come out of mothballs and join 
the Seventh Fleet next year as a ship 
of the line. I happened to be at Pacific 
headquarters in Pearl H a r b o r when 
the announcement arrived. Three resi- 
dent admirals hoisted smiles as bright 
as signal flags, and a visiting captain 
broke into a jig. 


T h i s is good news. The decision 


makes sense. It has made sense, in 
truth, for the past several years, but 
sad to say, this wise move apparently 
had to wait upon the retirement of 
Admiral David L. McDonald as Chief 
of Naval Operations. An able CNO in 
many ways, McDonald was p r e e m i- 
nently a carrier man; he never accept- 
ed the concept of shore bombardment 
as a significant supplement to carrier 
operations. 


•THE NEW JERSEY will bring nine 


16-inch guns to the coast of Vietnam, 
each of them capable of f 1 i n g i n g a 
1,900-pound projectile for more,than 
20 miles. It will cost $27 million to put 
her into action, but the sum, large as 
it is, has to be kept in perspective. It 
is no more than the cost of eight or 
nine Phantom fighter-bombers. Pound 
for pound, New Jersey will put explo- 
sives on target for a small fraction of 
the cost of similar carrier or Air Force 
operations. 


Considerations of -cost to one side 


(which is where considerations of cost 
have a way of winding up in Viet- 


nam), 
this 45,000-ton behemoth will 


have two other assets w o r k i n g for 


her. One is accuracy. The other is the 
saving of American lives. 


Techniques of naval gunnery have 


advanced remarkably since Spruance 
and H a 1 s e y were flying their flags

from New Jersey in World War II. So- 
phisticated computers and o t h e r in- 
genious devices will make it possible 
for her guns to deliver their fire with 
a precision that bombers cannot ap- 
proach. Some of the more voluble ad- 
vocates of bombardment probably are 
stretching things when they say that 
85 per cent of the targets now being 
hit in North Vietnam will fall within 
New Jersey's range.

Unemployment Pay 
for Lost Overtime 


By L. A. COLLINS SR. 


S O M E DECISIONS by the State 


Unemployment I n s u r a n c e Appeal 
Board Indicate why the cost of this 
worthwhile program is so expensive. 
A r e c e n t decision provides for pay- 
merits to a man who was working 40 
hours a week. But b e c a u s e he was 
judged unable to work more than 40 
hours he was awarded $45.30 a week- 
for overtime he might have worked. 


The man, an employe of a utility 


company, was injured on the job. He 
was paid for his time off by Work- 
in en's Compensation Insurance. But 
when he went back to work he said he 
c o u l d not work more than the 40, 
hours a week. The overtime he had 
been receiving was then judged to be 
unemployment, so the unemployment 
insurance board a w a r d e d him that 
amount of unemployment insurance. 
This overruled the decision of an un- 
employment insurance referee who 
had d e n i e d the claim for overtime 
pay. 


This is one more indication of why 


the two p r o t e c t i o n programs for 
workers out of a job for almost any 
reason has come to be a major payroll 
cost ^f doing business. If you think 
this applies only to employers' cost 
you are not realistic because any em- 
ployer cost eventually is reflected in 
the price you pay for goods or serv- 
ices. In the above case it represents a 
part of the rates you pay for services 
from a utility company. 


U n d e r compensation insurance a 


worker is protected for on the job in- 
juries. The cost of this insurance is 
paid by the e m p l o y e r . It has been 
going up at more than 5 per cent a 
year for the past 10 years. It is appar- 
ent it will i n c r e a s e at even higher 
rates in the future, due to the very 
high awards given by the courls for 
injuries. 


Unemployment insurance is for the 


protection of workers who are out of 


a job for almost any reason. The em- 
ployer cost of this has s t e a d i 1 y in- 
creased. We have been enjoying al- 
most full employment. The 4 per cent 
unemployment f i g u r e is considered 
about normal b e c a u s e it applies to 
many workers changing jobs and ac- 
tually employed. But it also applies to 
many who are taking vacations and 
collecting unemployment insurance 
under various pretexts. 


These are costs that come out of the 


pockets of every employed worker be- 
cause he is contributing one per cent 
of a portion of his paycheck for this 
purpose. His employer is contributing 
as much as three times that amount. 
The fund so created is supposed to 
take care of unemployment compen- 
sation to the worker who through no 
fault of his own is deprived of a job. 
But no one expected that it would be 
c o n s t r u e d to cover overtime for a 
worker who is working at good wages 
.for the normal 40 hours a week. 


In the case d i s c u s s e d above the 


question is r a i s e d: Why should this 
man be paid unemployment insurance 
for lost overtime? His injury was paid 
f o r by the compensation insurance 
plan. If he was to be paid additional 
compensation it should come from the 
agency c o v e r i n g his accident. Of 
course, the employer would be paying 
it in any case. He might be able to 
pass the cost on to you as the consum- 
er. If he does not he reduces his profit, 
or he may be forced out of business if 
his rising payroll costs cause this. In 
that case many others will be unem- 
ployed. 


It is this type of decision that is 


causing all such protective programs 
to be so costly. This decision is en- 
couragement to others who may de- 
cide it is easier to collect unemploy- 
ment checks than it is to work over- 
time. A lot more would welcome the 
opportunity to work and receive over- 
time pay. 


IRS Checks Tax Status 
of 4Mafia in Overalls' 


W A S H I N G T O N — An Internal 


Revenue task force has quietly started 
an investigation of t h e American 
Farm Bureau F e d e r a t i o n , which 
wields such hidden power in the farm 
belt that it has been called "the Mafia 
iri.'qveralls," to determine whether it 
has violated its tax-exempt status. 


•This caused shocked disbelief at the 


Farm Bureau, which had been inclined 
to look upon itself as inviolate, in the

same category as Plymouth Rock and 
the Statue of Liberty, p r o p e r l y ex- 
empt not only from taxes but from in- 
vestigation. 


However, the s h o c k quickly wore 


off, and Internal Revenue began feel- 
ing the p r e s s u r e. Hints came from 
pressure points on Capitol Hill that it 
would be wiser to forget the investi- 
gation. 


As a measure of the Farm Bureau's 


political power, the House Agriculture 
Committee s l a p p e d down Rep. Joe 
Resnick, D-N.Y., by a 27-to-l vote for 
daring to criticize the Farm Bureau. 
The vote came within 24 hours after 
Roger Fleming, the organization's sec- 
retary-treasurer wrote to the commit- 
tee demanding that it adopt "a resolu- 
tion in which it disassociates itself 
from the attacks on the Farm Bureau 
m a d e by Subcommittee Chairman' 
Resnick." 


, NEVERTHELESS, t h e T-men are 


..checking into Resnick's charges that 


the Farm Bureau has abandoned its 
role a s a f a r m e r s ' organization and 
has become a gigantic combine of oil, 
chemical, fertilizer, insurance, and 
other businesses. This would violate 
the Farm Bureau's sworn statements 
to Internal Revenue that its members 
are engaged principally in activities 
with an agricultural purpose. 


Resnick also turned over to Internal 


Revenue evidence that the Farm Bur- 
eau has played an active role in politi- 
cal campaigns in violation of its tax- 
exempt status. He charged, for exam- 
ple, that the Illinois Agriculture Asso- 
ciation, a Farm Bureau affiliate, had 
used its resources to help re-elect 
Congressman Paul Findley, R-I11. 


Resnick produced evidence, too, that 


the Farm Bureau has been spreading 
right-wing extremist propaganda to its 
membership. Some of the most radi- 
cal-organizations in the n a t i o n , he 
charged, have had access to the Farm 
Bureau's mailing lists. Right-wing lec- 
turers have also been f e a t u r e d at 
Farm Bureau conventions.

c r e e t ; his wife is more frank. At a 
Washington cocktail party she confid- 
ed that Greece was not ready for de- 
mocracy, t h a t the military dictator- 
ship was what the Greek people need- 
ed. 


IN ORDER TO prove that the mili- 


tary junta is good for Greece, Vrano- 
poulos has been telling American edi- 
tors that the regime, though arresting 
6,138 persons has now released 3,300. 


But Vranopoulos neglected to point 


out that the 3,300 prisoners supposed- 
ly "released" were actually paroled 
after a pledge was exacted from them 
not to engage in p o 1 i t i c a 1 activity 
which might disturb the dictatorship. 
Technically they are still under deten- 
tion and can be sent back to jail or ex- 
ile if the dictatorship finds the parole 
rules have been violated.

While the death of a hotel is nothing new to Paul 


Grantham, he has found the pace of their passing a little 
fast in recent years. 


Grantham, bell captain at the doomed Lafayette Ho- 


tel, recently went through a similar demise of his job in 
1963 at the old Breakers International Hotel when owner 
Fred Miller folded its operation in the face of losses. 


He has seen hotels come and go in the 45 years since 


he started in the business at the old Kennebec Hotel at 
Ocean Boulevard and Pacific Avenue. 


THOUGH THE DECADES have advanced him to 


age 62 when the disappearance of a job is not a light mat- 
ter, Paul has developed, along with a shock of silvered hair 
and the polished mien of a veteran hotelier, a philosophic 
view of the hazards of innkeeping. 


"I'm not too concerned for myself — and I'll pretty 


soon be ready to retire anyway," reflected Grantham, of 
150 12th St., Seal Beach, in an interview in the quiet-La- 
fayette lobby. 


"But I've got a good five-man crew working for me 


here," he said. "They'll all be out at the same time, and I 
hope they'll make out all right, too." 


• 
In Paul's career he has seen some hotels revived after 


death, the Breakers is operating again under the shorter 
name and a new ownership, and at the location of the old 
Kennebec the Abode is now functioning. 


However, some disappeared utterly — like the old 


Virginia on W. Ocean Boulevard where he worked from 
1924 until its end in 1932. 


That one, Paul r e c a l l e d , was simply razed to the 


ground by its owner, Samuel K. Ridge, who watched the 
ravages ofthe depresion shatter the guest list while 
unable to budge city authorities on property tax conces- 
sions. 


Chatting with Paul about their years of organizing 


baggage, seeking taxis and generally helping hotel guests 
was Jimmy Chase, one of Paul's bellmen who was likewise 


at the breakers when it closed. Jimmy, of 5743 Lanai St., 
has been in hotel work since 1939. 


Surveying the ups and downs of the years, the recog- 


nized the closing of the Lafayette, which will convert to 
residential apartment hotel operation after Sept. 3, as a 
serious blow in the city's life as well as their own. 


However, from their vantage point, they still see the 


desirability of Long Beach as a resort and convention mec- 
ca that can support a good hotel operation and needs it. 
^ 


"A lot of people would like to stay in a real hotel, 


commented Jimmy. "A motel will never be able to do ev- 
erything for its guests that a real hotel can." 


Especially for conventions, the hotel must be modern, 


efficient and convenient for meetings, they recognized. 


They saw as ideal a proposed 500-room hotel to be 


built in conjunction with the projected Long Beach Arena 
convention center.

"That's just what we need — a good clean hotel with 


reasonable rates to take care of botl, convention and com- 
mercial trade," said Paul.

SAN QUENT1N (UPI) — 


"About the only way to put 
it is that 'a s I a t e of cau- 
tious optimism' e x i s t s on 
death row. You can bet all 
60 men will be listening to 
the radio for the news next 
week." 


The remark c a m e from 


Warden Louis E. Nelson of 
the grey-w a i l e d prison 
north of San. Francisco — 
scene of the only execution 
this year in the nation. 


A federal judge has indi- 


c a t e d he would make an 
early ruling on a state re- 
quest to dismess a blanket 
stay of execution in a suit 
c h a l l e n g i n g California's 
capital punishment laws. 


"Many of the men," the 


w a r d e n said, "feel that 
there will be no executions 
for m a n y months because 
of the suit- And, I suppose 
all hope there is a chance 
the death penalty will be 
abolished."

THE CALIFORNIA suit, 


plus a similar case in Flori- 
da involving 51 condemned 
prisoners, a r e regarded as 
providing t h e groundwork 
for elimination of the death 
penalty in all states. Deter- 
mination of the case most 
likely.will have to come 
f r o m ' the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 


The assault on the death 


p e n a l t y has been spear- 
headed by the NAACP legal 
defense fund and the Amer- 
ican Civil Liberties Union. 
C h i e f defense counsel for 
both cases is Prof. Anthony 
G. Amsterdam of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. 


F e d e r a l Judge Robert 


Peckham issued his stay of 
execution in San Francisco 
last month.

American pilots finally got the OK and wont after the 


most i m p o r t a n t bridge in North Vietnam. The United 
States Command said they wrecked it, four hits dropping 
the center span into the river at Hanoi. 


The bridge, carrying both highway and rail tracks, 


runs north out of Hanoi as the key link to Red China. 
Night and day, but mostly by night, it had carried vital 
war goods into Hanoi for movement south. 


Hanoi radio blared that-the attack was "a new and ex- 


tremely serious escalation" of the war, and claimed three 
planes shot down. 


* * * 
IN SAIGON, POLICE ANNOUNCED they smashed a 


Viet Cong terror ring and arrested two of the leading Com- 
munist bomb experts shortly before they could blow up a 
downtown American military billet where some of the 
highest ranking officers live and eat. 


Three bombs were scheduled .to be planted at the Rex 


Hotel, next to the b u i l d i n g housing the U.S. Mission's 
public affairs office, during the lunch hour. Police said 
they could have killed and injured literally hundreds of 
Americans and Vietnamese civilians who lounge in a small 
adjacent park.

The Vietnamese police sweep netted 30 Viet Cong ter- 


rorists, police said, including Nguyen Van Sum, 36, com- 
mander of one of the Communist's most elite sabotage un- 
its, who masterminded the 1965'My Canh floating restau- 
rant bombing which killed 43 persons and injured 81 oth- 
ers. 


IN THE BATTLE FOR South Vietnam's freedom, U.S. 


officials reported last week that 12,576 Americans have 
died, 75,882 have been wounded and 700 are missing since 
this nation became involved in 1961.

THE POLITICAL WARS in South Vietnam, leading 


up to the presidential election Sept. 3, became hotter as 
the date a p p r o a c h e d . The seven civilian candidates 
stopped campaigning, protesting what they called the mili- 
tary government's "tyranny." They said the military gov- 
ernment was trying to make sure a military candidate 
won, and the seven went on strike to force "an end to har- 
assment." 


They said they would not campaign until the ruling 


military junta guarantees them transportation, crowds and 
security and stops intimidating prospective voters. 


Asked if he would sign a statement making such a 


guarantee, which the candidates have requested, Premier 
Nguyen Cao Ky r e p l i e d , "No sir, I have nothing to 


answer." Ky, an air force 
g e n e r a l , is the running 
mate of Chief of State Ngu- 
yen Van Thieu, an army 
general.

Sometime next month, about the time the first well on 


Oil Island Alfa becomes one year old, production from the 
camouflaged, man-made offshore island will,pass the one 
million barrel mark. 


1 Since the first well was spudded-in on Sept. 21, 1966 


production rate has steadily increased with the completion 
of each well. Current production rate is approximate- 
ly 7,700 barrels per day, according to a Thums Long Beach 
Co/official. 


- Current total production is in excess of 750,000 bar- 


rels, states Jack Russell, Thums general manager.. 


AS OF AUG. 1, a'total of 38 wells had been completed 


by the four movable disguised drilling towers. Among the 
completed wells are nine water injection wells pumping 
back into the oil-rich East Wilmington Field one and quar- 
ter barrels of water for each barrel of oil removed. 


The water is used to maintain underground pressures 


as a means of subsidence control. 


Island Alfa, located just offshore between Alamitos 


and Cerritos Avenues, was built at a cost of $2.4 million. 
Each of the four covered drilling towers decorated to re- 
semble high-rise buildings was built at an additional cost 
of $1.5 million.

OIL-HANDLING FACILITIES added another $4 mil- 


lion to the cost. The figure does not include the cost of 
landscaping and "euvironmentalizing" of the island.

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When Labor Costs Go Up, So Do Prices, Naturally 


,-„•• -While the pace of the economy may be showing more 
and more signs of slow-down there seems to be no letup 
for the rising costs. Higher taxes we knew would come, but 
we didn't expect to get the blows that were dealt by an- 
nouncements from the State, F e d e r a l Government and 
even the local school board all within a week.

So no one can blame labor for demanding more mon- 


ey when his tax problems are increased. And then when he 
gets higher pay, he and the rest of the buying public must 
pay for the increase. 


For example, the Goodyear Tire & Rubber Co., an- 


nounced this past week that rising labor, distribution and 
transportation costs r e q u i r e the company to increase 
prices on tires and tubes 5.1 per cent. 


-•• - 
: ^The new prices follow the recent signing of a three- 


year contract with the United Rubber Workers union that 
will increase labor costs 51.1 cents an hour or 11 per cent 
in the first year alone, it was explained. Labor cost in- 
creases in the second and third years of the URW contract 
will bring the total rise in labor costs to 18 per cent—or 
more than 85 cents an hour, Goodyear said.

THE RECENT SETTLEMENT on wages and non-wage 


benefits—pensions, insurance, hospitalization, vacations 
and supplemental unemployment benefits—are estimated 
to boost to 56 per cent the overall rise in rubber'industry 
labor costs from the 1957-59 level. 


Specifically, prices will rise 3.5 per cent to 9 per cent 


on all passenger car tires, 5 per cent to 7.5 per cent on 
truck tires, 5 per cent on industrial tires, 5 per cent to 10 
per cent on farm tires, and 2.5 per. cent to 5 per cent on 
inner tubes. 


As an example, the company cited its most popular- 


selling replacement passenger tire the 7.75-14 Safety Ail- 
Weather reversible whitewall. This will increase in list 
price from $28.05 to $29.05, approximately 3.5 per cent. 
The comparable tire ten years ago listed at $33.50. 


ENDORSING H O U S I N G PROPOSALS that would

come home owners. This is a most worthy objective," de-' 
clared Silas F. Albert, Grand Rapids, Mich., chairman'of 
the Realtors' Washington Committee of NAREB, in testi- 
fying before the Subcommittee on Housing and Urban Af- 
fairs, Senate Banking and Currency Committee. 


Albert cited 1960 Bureau of Census figures to show 


that about 90 per cent of families of moderate income (be- 
tween $4,000 and $8,000), home owners and renters alike, 
in the central cities, live in standard housing. 


"Therefore, we oppose certain of the new -bills pri- 


marily because they are directed at the wrong people. 
They would provide federal subsidies to families who have 
demonstrated a capability for providing adequate shelter 
for themselves." 


* * * 
POINTING TO THE highly-publicized Percy Plan, au- 


thored by Sen. Charles H. Percy, R-lll., as an example, Al- 
bert criticized it for two major flaws: 


1. It would generally benefit the family of moderate 


income rather than the family of low income where the 
major need exists. 


2. It calls for a federal subsidy--with little federal 


supervision. If enacted, the Home Ownership Foundation 
created by it would duplicate functions now performed by 
the FHA, but without comparable resources, experience, 
and statutory authority. 


Albert pointed out that NAREB has endorsed FHA 


rent supplements, the rent certificate program for leasing 
existing homes, and the FHA section 221(h), two of which 
involve assistance to low-income groups for home own- 
ership. 


He also reiterated NAREB's positive proposals direct- 


ed toward stabilizing the mortgage market and preventing 
the type of credit crunch which in 1966 prevented thou- 
sands of Americans from buying homes. These include: 


1 . R e o r g a n i z e the Federal National Mortgage As- 


sociation as an independent agency and authorize it to 
deal in conventional loans as well as government-insured

A success story with an international twist is 


that of Raymond Enkeboll—a California product 
of Danish parentage who designs custom-made 
Mediterranean furniture. 


The handsome, soft-s p o k e n Enkeboll has a 


list of patrons which reads like a Who's Who reg- 
ister . . . ranging from the national chairman of 
the Democratic party to Governor Ronald Rea- 
gan. 


Seated at a drawing board in his downtown 


Los Angeles warehouse, he said: 


"Several weeks ago, I designed two 12-by-8 


foot conference tables in a Spanish-Early Ameri- 
can motif and shipped them to Sacramento. Was 
I surprised a few days later to open the paper 
and see a photo of the g o v e r n o r signing the 
state's $5-billion budget on MY table! 


"How many cabinet-makers can make that 


statement?" 


A graduate of Santa Monica High School, En- 


keboll said he was intrigued with wood even as a 
small boy and developed skills in cabinetry. Less 
intrigued were his parents who showed little en- 
thusiasm over the prospect of their son becoming 
a carpenter. 


"As late as 1955, when I was discharged from 


the Army, I still was trying to decide upon a type 
of work that might' offer satisfaction," he said 
ruefully. 


THE 22-YEAR-OLD invested his life savings 


of $300 with a friend in a Venice, Calif., plant 
which manufactured Early American furniture.. 


"Before three weeks were up, my friend dis- 


a p p e a r e d . I re-financed the business for S400, 
bought machinery and went to work. 


"1 started from the bottom, literally," Enke- 


boll laughed, recalling times he astonished hosts 
at dinner parties by crawling under a table to in- 
spect its construction. 


"Manufacturing Early American furniture left 


me cold," he said. "I began to experiment. I'm a 
stubborn Dane. I refused to give up. I didn't want 
to copy, I wanted to design what I felt." 


IN I960, HE completed a suite which bore a 


definite Spanish influence and entered it in a 
show sponsored by Pacific Furniture Guild at the 
Ambassador Hotel. 


"It was disheartening to have spectators stop 


and ask: 'What's that stuff, r e l i c s from the 
Hearst Castle?' 


"But there were enough people who liked it— 


don't forget, as recently as 1960, Mediterranean 
furniture was practically unheard of—that I re- 
ceived orders in the amount of $10,000 from the 
show. Today, we take about $100,000 in orders 
each month." 


As a custom designer, Enkeboll doesn't make 


items for stock, but rather to specifications of 
the individual customer. 


"If I'm asked to make a piece I know will 


look bad, I'll turn down the request if I can't per- 
suade the customer to let me use my judgment. 


IS DESIGN his chief interest? 
"Perhaps 10 per cent of my time is spent at 


the drawing board," he answered. "The rest is 
taken up by sales, managerial duties, promotion- 
production and WORRY. 


"I like to have fun and to excel in whatever I 


do, whether it's designing a chair or racing a 
car," said the Ferrari driving Enkeboll. 


"Take the monk's sling chair—it's a gas. Af- 


ter completing the strap leather lacing construc- 
tion, 1 d e c i d e d it looked like a chair a monk 
would sit in. Thai's how it got its name. 


"There's a banquet table I named Great Hall. 


Its mass seemed to recall the romance, the gusto 
of a baronial family feasting and having a ball."

new image 


sans uniforms

Sometimes she's welcomed; sometimes she might be 


resented. She may appear fragile, but she's trained to han- 
dle crises from safe-guarding lives of newborn infants to 
keeping the community free from epidemics. 


Carrying her nursing skills into homes and schools, 


the public health nurse counsels, teaches, detects and in- 
vestigates communicable diseases. 


Typical'of the 19 public health nurses in Long Beach 


division of Los Angeles County Health Department is at- 
tractive Sandra Larsen, of 255 Glendora. The Long Beach 
unit has 10 child health groups called Well-Baby Clinics. 
Other units include classes for tuberculors, venereal disease 
victims and alcoholics. 


Sandra and other nurses find themselves working in 


numerous and varied situations with many duties. Typical 
is a case involving a smaH child who, during a visit to the 
Well Baby Clinic, was discovered to have tuberculosis. 


An immediate search for the source was conducted by 


a public health nurse, who suspected a family member 
might have transmitted the disease. The child's grandfa- 
ther, living in the same household, was found to have T.B., 
and the public health nurse helped in having him admitted 
to a sanitarium. Later she made visits to the family for dis- 
cussions about the care of the child, nutrition, transmis- 
sion of the disease and use of medication. 


THERE IS no "typical" day for a public health nurse. 


Sandy says "Almost every day has to begin with the 
dreaded paper work. This is time consuming, but records 
must be kept" 


'There might be a visit .to a home to show a mother 


how to bathe her new baby, to advise her on formula and 
routine. Next, you might give nursing care to a bedridden 
grandmother who is alone all day. During a third call, you 
might help a mother begin exercises for a crippled child 
and take the.opportunity to arrange immunizations for all 
the children." 


Sandra's district includes the central area of Long 


Beach. Her work deals with approximately 120 families in 
this area. 


An interesting fact Sandra reveals is that although 


public health nurses wear many caps, so to speak, they 
don't wear the traditional white nurse s' uniform. 


"Uniforms were discarded many years ago. We go 


iCoup/es marry in weekend ceremonies 


MRS.

PUBLIC HEALTH nurses must have special training 


and education. In addition to an RN license, a baccalaure- 
ate degree plus a public health nurse certificate are re- 
quired. 


The latter shows she has completed special training 


which qualifies her to exercise independent judgment in 
dealing with community problems.

When she is not working she finds time to study piano les- 
sons, snow ski and just "go places to find out more about 
the a'rea where I live." 


She worked with teen-age groups in the slum areas of 


Chicago and New York following graduation from college 
a few years ago. She came to live in C a l i f o r n i a after 
spending a summer working with a junior high group at a 
ranch camp in the San Bernardino Mountains. 


The public health nurses always work with doctors 


and often with a team which includes a MD, social worker 
a'nd psychiatrist. This is especially needed in the child de- 
velopment clinics where they might find retardation or 
other symptons which need the care of. more than one 
medical person. 


OTHER CASES these nurse might be assigned: A re- 


quest to call on a young drug user in a neat, upper middle 
class home. The problem: Serum hepatitis.- 


The nurse was not welcome and the patient was not 


cooperative. He had used many narcotics and had'cqii- 
tracted serum hepatitis through the use of a make-shift 
syringe and needle.

It is not the nurse's job to make a moral evaluation or 


contact the police. She interpretes the doctor's ordiirre-: 
garding proper diet, rest, and avoidance of further,s.elf- 
abuse. The patient refused to reveal information .wjjich 
could help track the source of infection.

In still another case, a public health nurse was-able'to 


help a mentally retarded child and his mother who was;e>^- 
hausted with his care. She arranged surgery to assist-him 
in chewing food and talking. Then the public health nurse 
worked out methods to teach this child how to feed)l|im- 
self and become toilet trained. He progressed, so well he 
soon will be enrolled in a special school for the mentally 
retarded.

The public health nurse is not so well known or un- 


derstood as her counterpart in the hospital. In hospital 
wards, she leams to give patient-centered care b^sw on 
nursing needs of the individual. In homes, she learn"^ to 
care for patients in their own settings and to help mem- 
bers of the family understand how they can be .assisted 
.with his care and recovery.

member of the household. Her care is directed towards 
helping individuals and families maintain health andipre- 
vent illness as well as toward treatment and cure. • •.„. • ......

1930. They made eight trips to 
the Orient to add to their collec- 
tion which included the massive, 
c a r v e d state dining room set 
made of blackwood from the Ger- 
man ambassador to the Kingdom 
of Hawaii. 


AFTER HOWARD'S death in 


1940, M a r g a r e t , grief sticken, ^ 
wrote in her will: "I direct that 
my tapestries, Oriental silks and 
costumes, works of art and cu- 
rios, together with my -Chines'" 
furniture be by executors turned 
o v e r to such institution as is 
able, willing and capable of prop- 
erly preserving and c a r i n g for 
the same. — It is my desire that 
the works of art that I have been 
many years c o l l e c t i n g be so 
placed that they will be educa- 
tional and give pleasure to per- 
sons interested in such matters." 


She died in 1946 at the age of 


78. Two colleges sought the col- 
lection, b u t Assistance League 
was d e e m e d best to meet the 
terms of the will. Members ac- 
quired the League House which 
was dedicated Sept. 24, 1949, to 
h o u s e the collection of 2,716 
items.

"I smell, live with and taste wood," he said. 
"I look at a slab of lumber, study the texture, 


survey it from all sides. The feel, formation and 
grain is what determines if it is to be a 42-inch 
console or an octagonal table." 


A prime characteristic of the Enkeboll line is

Red

The first American television crew to 


e n t e r Communist China has emerged 
with 9,800 feet of sound color film'. They 
had to use a ruse to get it. 


The Columbia Broadcasting System 


Correspondent Morley Safer "spent three 
weeks last month visiting Peking, Shang- 
hai, Canton, Sian and Yenan. Safer, a Ca- 
nadian citizen said he traveled on a tour- 
ist visa issued in Paris with John B. Pe- 
ters, a British cameraman. Both posed as 
wealthy tourists interested in art and ar- 
chaeology. 
. 
: . 


Safer said in an interview at the CBS 


Broadcast C e n t e r , New York, that he 
was c o n v i n c e d that the Communist 
Chinese were not aware that he was em- 
ployed by CBS..He said he was not re- 
q u i r e d to list his occupation when he 
filled out that application for a visa in 
May. 


SAFER SAID that he had been refused 


a visa several times in the past, and that 
he was surprised that on this trip the 
Chinese did not discover his true mis- 
sion. 


He said, however, that he had several 


brushes with Chinese officials, including 
one in Shanghai when he was hauled be- 
fore a "Revolutionary Court" on charges 
of "crimes against the people." 


His film, w h i c h includes interviews 


with Red Guards at Peking University 
and visits to communes, hospitals and in- 
d u s t r i a 1 exhibits, will be shown at 10 
p.m. Tuesday, channel 2, as an hour-long 
documentary entitled "M o re I y Safer's 
Red China Diary." 


SAFER, WHO HAS received a number 


of awards for his coverage of the war in 
Vietnam, traveled to Peking via Moscow 
on July 8. He returned to the West by 
way of Hong Kong 20 days later. While 
he was in Red China he was unable to 
communicate with CBS. 


He said that he made his trip on a 


"package" tour, for which he paid the 
Monit Travel Agency of B«rfs $1,500 in 
advance. The fee included all of his hotel 
and traveling expenses and most of his 
meals.

OONER OR LATER everyone visits Southern Califor- 


nia. This should be no surprise to those of us who 


qualify as natives with a residency of more than two 
or three years. After all, when we set forth on our bold mi- 
gration, friends and relatives waved us off, saying, "Al- 
ways wanted to go to California. See you out there some 
day." If the move had been to Casper, Wyo., maybe, or 
Trenton, Neb., the promise might have been so much talk. 
But Southern California. They meant it. 


Everyone wants to come. In 1966, more than seven 


million people visited Southern California, a believable fig- 
ure if you dwell in this golden land. Perhaps you're not be- 
sieged with visitors at the moment, but your turn could be 
next. So prepare yourself. 


First you should become acquainted with the "Cali- 


fornia Quiz," a simple game, usually played between hus-

In one day, he received fan mail from Reykjavik, Ice- • 


land; Madrid, Spain; Pusan, Korea, andAthens, Greece. 


When listeners hear him read a heart-warming poem, 


they ask for copies . . . sometimes as many as 2,500 in 
one week. 


When they find consolation in his homespun philoso- 


phy, they write thank-you noles to him. 


When he talks nostalgically about the penny candy he 


used to buy . . . or jaw breakers, wee wax bottles of 
Olympian nectar, coconut American flags . . . his listeners 
mellow with,memories. When1 he talks about nature's art 
In Southern California, they decide to move to the South- 
land. And when they hear him reminisce vividly about the 
lunch bucket days, they go to the kitchen to look for a 
slice of the juicy Bermuda onion or a piece of the green ap- 
ple pie he describes.

13, MJB — as he has become known — has been busy. . 
"Every year I get busier," he says. 


Being curious about many things has made it possible 


for him to play many roles in his life . . . justice of peace, 
teacher, soldier, newspaper columnist, radio and TV com- 
m e n t a t o c, member of a city council, superintendent of 
public safety, and commissioner of police, fire, health and 
building! 


Even his major occupation for more than 25 years — 


radio broadcasting — began as a hobby. 


M y r o n ' s "good right hand," as he calls his wife, 


Marge (who was one of more than 5,000 who wrote fan 
letters to him one week in 1952), supports and,demon- 
strates the effectiveness of his philosophy about being in- 
terested in many things. Her letter that day was so well 
written and filled with enthusiasm that In his reply he 
asked if she had ever done any professional writing, and if 
she would be interested in a job as his writer and research 
assistant. The answer to his first 'question was no, but he 
hired her. A few years later, Marguerite, whom he calls 
"Ladybug," married her boss. 


Dale Carnegie would approve of Myron's method of 


making friends: his voice projects warmth, sincerity, sym- 
pathy and conviction. One lawyer called it an "affidavit 
voice." Listeners hear in his words a desire to see virtue 
%vhile understanding shortcomings. One Iowa fan called 
him a quartet . . . warmth, humor, knowledge, variety. 


Whether he's talking about an old-fashioned basket 


social in Wisconsin where he moved as a boy, or a hayride 
in Iowa, there's dignity, maturity and sophistication, with 
paradoxical boyish grins in his voice. He can stir up re-, 
sponse . . . thousands of letters at the "drop" of a poemT 


In his syndicated radio talks he discusses people and 


places, poelry and potpourri.' He can describe a new free- 


1 way without letting you forget the thrill of a bobsled ride 


in Minnesota. 


Since moving to Rossmoor in Laguna Hills, Myron 


frequently runs into new residents from many parts of the 
globe who feel they have known him for years. When he 
walks into a Kiwanis gathering, or when he and "Lady- 
bug" attend a Lawrence Welk party at one of the club- 
houses, introductions bring such comments as "Oh, I didn't 
know I'd ever meet THE Myron Bennetts after hearing 
their radio programs so many years." 


He's a firm believer in the theory that many of our dis- 


appointments and unavoidable changes in our plans have 
a way of piloting us into new experiences. He says there 
are miracles alf around us' constantly, and watching for 
them is a good way .to make time fly. When first experi- 
menting with electricity as a boy, he was "shocked to the 
toenails . . . the thrill of hearing music from the air was 
one I'll never forget: It was a miracle to me. All my nickels 
and dimes went into radio equipment.". He built crystal 
sets and later more complex instruments.' 


Myron Bennett feels an Old Testament verse, taped to 


his kitchen cabinet for years, may have contributed to his 
system of getting the most out of life; "This Is the day 


which the Lord hath made; we will rejoice and be glad in 
it " Myron maintains that people who are always interest- 
ed in many things around them just can't keep from being 
busy and avoiding loneliness. 


During his sophomore year as a journalism student at 


the University of Wisconsin, he applied for a summer job 
with the Milwaukee Journal, the paper had no openings, 
but there was a spot for an announcer with the Journal- 
owned radio station, WTMJ. He was auditioned and hired. 
He became familiar with all phases of radio — from man- 
age rial to microphone. 


Prior to World War II his daily program in St. Louis 


was the top-rated show there. And he was writing a daily 
column for the St. Louis Globe- Democrat. After 44 months 
with the U.S. Air Force as a public relations officer, he re- 
sumed his radio career, this time in DCS Moines, Iowa. His 
popularity there led to his being elected to the City Coun- 
cil; later he became superintendent of public safety and 
commissioner of police, fire, health and building. He even 
came close to winning the governorship. 


One of Bennett's most interesting projects has been

Plotting a course out of classroom and around world are John Wyness, Dick Burns, Chuck Harris,

"||ICK Burns, 32-year-old h i s t o r y 
•** teacher at La Mirada High School, 
let the door of the now empty classroom 
thump to a close behind him. His summer 
school teaching was ended and he would 
not be teaching again for a long time. 


I n s t e a d, he would start out on the 


kind of adventure that many men dream 
of but .few attempt — a come-what-may 
v o y a g e around the world in a 30-foot 
sailboat. (He is scheduled to leave this af- 
ternoon with two friends.) 


Along with owner C h a r l e s (Chuck) 


Harris, 34, until last June a teacher at Co- 
rona Del Mar High S c h o o l , and John 
Wyness, 34, a N o r w a l k High School 
t e a c h e r , he will leave the world of 
blackboards and bell schedules for that 
of wind', waves and ports of call. 


Surprising? 
"The image of the school teacher as 


dull is false," commented Burns to a com- 
panion as he strode across the sun-bright 
campus toward his old VW microbus, vet- 
eran transportation for many skiing and 
camping expeditions. "I've never met more 
interesting individuals than you can find 
among California teachers. 


"I'LL PROBABLY miss the students," 


he mused then, "and I enjoy teaching. 
The trip should improve my future teach- 
ing of geography and.olher social science 
subjects, though." 


But around the world in a hoat only 


about 15 feet longer than the average au- 
tomobile? 


Across 4,000 miles of Pacific Ocean in 


a sailboat with a cabin shorter than most 
kitchens and so narrow that two people 
can scarcely squeeze past each other? 


And how a b o u t this, Teacher, from 


the U.S. Hydrographic, Office's "Sailing 
Directions for the Pacific Islands": 


"Tropical storms arise frequently and

At Long Beach Marina Chuck Harris, 


Industrial Arts teacher, holder of a pri- 
vate pilot's license, classical guitarist and 
owner of 'the California 30 sloop Nexus, 
crouched in shorts and sandals under the 
open hatch. He was surrounded by parts 
of the 12-horsepower Onan auxiliary en- 
gine which he. was checking in detail. 


"I think we'll have the fastest, most 


comfortable sailing boat cruising in the 
world," he declared, prejudiced, perhaps, 
by the fact that he had assembled the 


. boat himself. 


He began with the molded fiberglas 


hull and deck which he bought on the last 
day of school in 1961. Then he put most 
of his summers and other spare time into 
finishing the boat, generally using stand- 
ard CaLSO parts. 


"The first consideration in choosing a 


boat is that it sail well," he went on. 
"This boat can sail faster and beat into 
the wind better than the heavier small 
boats of the past. Cal boats have won the 
T r a n s P a c race to Hawaii in corrected 
times, you know." 


Looking at the Nexus might give even 


a landlubber some confidence. Fiberglas 
is t o u g h and relatively seamless, quite 
unlike the calked wood construction of 
the boats sailed by those small-boat skip- 
pers who p i t t e d their guts and skill 
against the sea in maritime history. 


And the modern design presents 


a sleek, s t r e a m l i n e d deck surface to 
waves b r e a k i n g over it, so that they 
aren't likely to do more than splash into 
the small, self-bailing cockpit. With 2,600 • 
pounds of lead in the keel, a reasonably 
experienced s a i l o r ought to be able to 
keep her right side up, even In the rough- 
est weather. 


On the other hand, those reefs and 


rocky shores in the South Seas can tear 
the bottom out of any boat if given the 
opportunity. Will they get the chance? 
Can a teacher be a sailor, too? 


THE ANSWER will depend on Captain 


Harris primarily, since he Is the most ex- 
perienced sailor of the three. Interested in 
sailing for the past 15 years, he-sailed in 
1959 to Panama as a crew member of the 
72-foot yawl Escapade. In Pa n a m a he 
b o a r d e d a French freighter-passenger 
ship for T a h i t i where he signed on as 
crew of a 30-foot ketch belonging to a 
couple named Taylor out of Seattle. With 
the Taylors he cruised among the Society 
Islands for three months. 


Harris also has picked up sailing ex- 


perience as a crew member in local ocean 
races, as have Burns and Wyness. 


But why leave all this comfort and se- 


curity, these well-begun careers, the mini- 
skirted attractions of Southern Califor- 
nia?

Living at Surfside, an ocean-front 


community ideal for bachelors who can 
share expenses and who enjoy the beach, 
Burns and Wyness would seem to have 
'"had it made." But both*'are native Cali- 
fornians — Burns graduated with Bell- 
flower High S c h o o 1 's first graduating 
class — and neither had traveled much, 
in spite of a four-year hitch in the Navy 
for Wyness, during which he served as an 
air crewman on a P2V patrol bomber, and 
a hitch in the Marines for Burns. 


"I'd been thinking for the past couple 


of years about taking some kind of trip to 
see the world and learn the ways of other 
p e o p J e," stated Wyness, his thoughtful 
manner in c o n t r a s t with a muscular 
swimmer's build. (He coached a Norwalk 
High School swimming team to the state 
championship of the Cee d i v i s i o n last 
year.) 


"But I had a financial problem. Then 


Chuck came along with the hoat — this 
way it should cost only about one third 
as much as other ways of s e e i n g the 
world." 


Burns, too, had been aiming for travel 


"some day" and found H a r r i s and the 
Nexus too good an opportunity to pass 
up. 


And Captain Harris? 
"I'm not trying to prove anything," he 


declared. I've just always wanted to make 
a cruise like this in my own boat." 


ABOUT 27 DAYS out of Long Beach 


Navigator Wyness and the Nexus will be 
looking for her first landfall, Nuko Hiva 
in the Marquesas. After that will come 
other ports of the South Seas: Tahiti, the 
Cook Islands, Samoa, New Zealand and 
Australia. Then the Nexus will go on to 
Africa and Europe. The adventure should 
take about two years. 


And then? 
They'll probably go back to teaching, 


enriched by t h e i r experiences; Or they 
might not. 


"It's open-ended," smiled Burns.

'W'HK FAMOUS Philadelphia Mint produces mil- 
*• . lions upon millions of our coins each year, but 
another mint in a Philadelphia suburb has become 
an extremely busy establishment. It is the Franklin 
Mint, America's only publicly owned private mint. 
By "publicly owned," I mean that stockholders are 
the owners. This mint Is located in Yeadon, Pa. 


Joseph M. Segal is the young p r e s i d e n t and 


founder of General Numismatics Corp., the mint's 
parent company. One of Franklin's most important 
assets is board chairman Gilroy Roberts, the Inter- . 
nationally known coin designer and former chief en- 
graver of the U.S. Mint. He brings to the firm the 
brilliant ideas in engravings so necessary in this spe- 
cial work. He is best known for his work on the like- 
ness of the !ate President Kennedy on the U.S. half- 
dollar. 


This mint can now turn out 100,000 pieces a day, 


and eventually the figure will go much higher. 


Some of their biggest customers are the gam- 


bling casinos of Nevada, for whom gambling tokens 
are produced. These chips became a necessity when 
silver dollars were no longer available to the casi- 
nos, and other gambling resorts in South America 
and the West I n d i e s have also made use of the 
mint's facilities.

Another 'Finest Hour' 


A PRE-CHURCH1LLIAN "finest hour" is the chief 
•^^ character in Trafalgar: An Eyewitness Account: 
of a Great Battle, c o m p i l e d and edited by Stewart 
I.egg. John Day, $4.50. 


With the gallons of blood that commingled with 


the waters of the Atlantic on that .terrible Monday in 
October, 1805, England wrote her 110-year long mas- 
tery of the oceans. The accounts compiled by Stewart 
Leggs in "Trafalgar" are those of the great battle's 
hero, Admiral Horatio Nelson, the men who fought 
fiercely .for him off the'cape at the entrance of the 
Strait of Gibraltar and the Frenchmen and Spaniards 
who fought as ferociously against Nelson. 


On the eve of the battle that saved Britain from 


Napoleonic invasion, Nelson writes his mistress, Lady 
Emma Hamilton: "Dear-friend of my bosom . . . may 
the God of battles crown my endeavors with success... 
as my last writing before the battle will be to you, so 
I hope in God that I shall live to finish my letter after 
the Battle." To their daughter Horatio, he writes: "The 
Combined Fleets of. the enemy are now reported to be 
coming out of Cadiz, and therefore I answer your let- 
ter, dearest Horatio,- to mark to you that you are ever 
uppermost in my thoughts . . . Be a good girl,;!mind 
what Miss Connor says to you ..." 


Commodore Don Cosme de Churruca of the Span- 


ish ship Dan Juan Nepomuceno, in a speech to the 
ship's company: 


"My sons, in the name of the God of Battles I prom- 


ise eternal happiness to all those who today fall doing 
their duty. On the other hand, if I see any man shirk- 
ing, I will have him shot on the spot 


Able Seaman John Brown of Nelson's flagship, the 


Victory: 


"We cleared away our guns, whilst Lord Nelson 


went round the decks and said: 'My noble lads, thi. 
will be a glorious day for England, whoever lives to 
see it. I shan't be satisfied with twelve ships this day 
as I took at the Nile.' So we piped to dinner and ate a . 
bit of salt pork and half a pint of wine." 


Lord Nelson and death are a hair's breadth apart 


through most of the battle. Captain Blackwood relates 
how "a shot struck the forc-brace-bits on the quarter- 
deck, and passed between Lord Nelson and Captain 
Hardy; a splinter from the bits bruising Captain Har- 
dy's fool and tearing the buckle from his shoe . . . His 
L o r d s h i p than smiled, and said: This is too warm 
work, Hardy, to last long.' " 


Nelson was struck by a ball and fatally wounded in 


the battle; among the most poignant are the accounts 
of his dying m o m e n t s aboard the Victory. William 
Beatty, surgeon of the Victory, records how Nelson 
told him: "Ah, Mr. Beatty, you can do nothing for me. I 
have but a s h o r t time lo live; my back is shot 
through."

ALL LOOK forward 


to summer's sunshine, 


but when it comes to mak- 
ing pictures, particularly 
close-ups, it is sometimes a 
mixed blessing. 


In the bright' summer 


sun, colors are brighter, the 
grass- is greener, the red 
rose rosier, the water bluer 
... but the shadows, too, are 
blacker. . 


The pretty girl with the 


wide beach hat will come 
out as though she were 
wearing a highwayman's 
mask, and no juggling of 
exposure will bring out the 
white-winged sailboats, the 
blue of the sea and of her 
eyes in the same picture. 


The reason is simple. No 


color film yet made has suf- 
ficient latitude to cover an 
extreme wide range of light 
such as this. 


What to do? 


THERE ARE three things 


you can do: (1) You can ask 
her to take her hat off and 
c a t c h her, if you are fast 
enough rjn the shutter, be- 
fore the sun causes her to 
squint. (2) You can use a 
sheet of paper or aluminum 
foil from your .picnic lunch 
to reflect more l i g h t into 
the shadows that mask her 
face. (3) S i m p 1 e s t of all, 
you can use flash and-let 
this capsule of light elimi- 
nate the shadows. 


The t h i r d way may be 


the simplest but unfortu- 
nately it won't work with 
some simple flash cameras. 
In these cameras .the shut- 
ter is automatically slowed 
when a flashbulb is insert- 
ed. This would result in 
your picture being overex- 
posed by about two steps. 
If your subject was under 
an umbrella or in the shade 
of a beach cabana, the flash 
would probably work well 
for you, but failing that you 
will have to resort to one of 
the first two methods sug- 


intense on any clear sum- 
mer day, anywhere. 


For instance, w h e n lak- 


i n g pictures in the shade, 
and the day is clear, the 
blue of the skylight in open 
shade is quite apt to domi- 
n a t e your picture. In this 


case, the answer Is definite- 
ly flash, although light re- 
flected from the white side 
of a house, if you turn your 
model so that he or she 
faces it, may be enough.

The two major factions in the 
Soviet coalition consist of the 
party leaders dominated by Brezhnev 
and the technicians and managerial 
wing led by Kosygin. 


Whichever faction eventually 


takes over — the odds favor 
Brezhnev, because he controls the 
army and the secret police — it is 
probable that there will be no 
detente, no friction decrease this 
year in Soviet-American 
relationships. 


This year marks the 50th anni- 


versary of the Bolshevik Revolution, 
a most unlikely time for Moscow to 
abrogate its founding principle of 
world revolution. More likely: an 
increase in sophisticated Russian 
armaments to North Vietnam, Soviet 
incitement of Arabs against the 
Israelis, increased forays by 
North Koreans into South Korea, more 
Soviet pressure on West Berlin.

Enginemen, trying to prevent the 
railroads from eliminating firemen, 


and the AFL-CIO National Headquar- 
ters, interested in pro-labor 
legislation. 


Other top-spending lobby groups 


in 1966 were the United States 
Savings and Loan League, the 
American Legion, the American Farm 
Bureau Federation, the National 
Automobile Dealers Association, and 
the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters. 


Oil SOURCES. 


Japan now imports 
more than 90J6 of her 


oil from Middle East nations. The 
recent Israeli-Arab war has con- 
vinced her this is a dangerous 
policy. Result: Japan plans to 
develop oilfields in Malaya, Canada, 
Indonesia, New Guinea, and Alaska 
during the next 20 years, hopes by 
\987 to import less than 5096 of her 
oil from Arab nations. 


VIETNAM HENRI. 


Teachers take 
great pride in 


successful pupils. Those pupils who 
fail,-however, are a sorry cause 
for disappointment and resentment. 
Imagine how the Russians feel. For 
years they sent their best military 
instructors to the Middle East to 
teach the Egyptians and the Syrians 
how to fight with Soviet equipment. 
It took the Israelis all of five 
days to rout the Arabs. The Soviets 
were humiliated. No one likes to 
back a loser. • 


In Vietnam the U.S. is doing 


exactly that as regards the South 
Vietnamese army, known officially as 
the Army of the Republic of Vietnam 
(A.R.V.N.). 


On Oct. 23, 1954, President 


Eisenhower, in reply to a request 
for aid from Premier Ngo Dinh Diem 
of Vietnam, wrote: "I am accordingly 
instructing the American ambassador 
...to examine with you in your 
capacity as chief of government, 
how an intelligent program of 
American aid given directly to your 
government can serve to assist 
Vietnam in its present hour of 
trial, provided that your govern- 
ment is prepared to give assurance 
as to the standards of performance 
it would be able to maintain in the 
event such aid is supplied." 


Eisenhower made certain that a 


primary condition was attached to 
the offer of economic and military 
aid: The Vietnamese had to make .an 
all-out effort to survive as a 
•strong* and "independent* and 
"viable" government. 


He would send U.S. military in- 


structors to train the Vietnamese 
army so that it could assure a 
climate of security for the new 
government, but Ike was dead set 
against an American army fighting 
a land war in Asia. 


President Kennedy reversed that 


policy in favor of military inter- 


vention. Eisenhower's "600 military 
advisers" soon became 4000, then 
15,000, then 17,000, all part of 
the U.S. military advisory mission, 
charged with training and helping 
the South Vietnamese army of 
525,000 men. 


The truth is that since 1961 the 


American military has been unable 
to train the South Vietnamese army 
into carrying its fair share of the 
battle load. American troops are 
now doing most ocf the fighting, and 
at this writing, most of the dying, 
while about 5056 of the South 
Vietnamese army deserts each year. 


The A.R.V.N. boasts a few crack 


battalions of paratroopers, rangers, 
and marines, brave, well-trained, 
dedicated men, but for the most 
part the South Vietnamese army of 
300,000 regulars, 300,000 militia 
men, and 100,000 support forces is 
led by incompetent officers. Many of 
them are more interested in politics 
than fighting, in looting peasant 
villages than in going out on 
patrol, especially at night. The 
average South Vietnamese draftee has 
a morale quotient of zero. 


The Vietnamese peasants do not 


support the Vietnamese army, which 
is one reason why the pacification 
program to date has moved so slowly. 


Gen. William Westmoreland needs 


more American troops because the 
South Vietnamese army is of little 
help to him. Its senior tactical 
commanders are chosen on the basis 
of politics not merit. Too many are 
unreliable political hacks, not 
field officers. 


Can anything be done about the 


mess except to send more and more 
American troops to do the fighting? 
One suggestion is to integrate 
Vietnamese troops with American 
units. Another is to give knowledge- 
able American officers some voice 
in the selection of Vietnamese 
officers. A third is to retrain the 
South Vietnamese army in the art 
and tactics of guerrilla warfare. 


In the Middle East war by backing 


the Arabs, the Soviet Union lost 
money and munitions, but no men. In 
Vietnam by backing the South Viet- 
namese, we are not only spending 
billions in money and munitions, but 
much more valuable, we are spilling 
American blood. 


We did this for France in two 


wars, and the result is that today 
De Gaulle is almost pathologically 
anti-U.S. Let us hope that after we 
save South Vietnam for the South 
Vietnamese, and that is our stated 
purpose in fighting this war — to 
afford them the right of self- 
determination — these people will 
talk to us. Right now they are 
incapable of saving themselves. 
Worse yet, so many of them give the 
impression that they don't really 
care.

46CHDREN- 
W THE LAST COUNT

TBI-CITY, KY. 


' afternoons at 3:30, 60-year-old L. W. "Les" 


Murdock likes to stand by the road that runs past 


farm near here, in western Kentucky's Graves 


County. Soon joy explodes around him. A yellow 


schoolbus pulls up and out tumble 18 boys of every age from 
6 to 15. Some gallop down the sloping lawn to the country 
house where they live. Others pause to tug at Murdock's jacket 
or give him a friendly sock on the leg. A couple trade experi- 
ences for one of Lcs' deadpan quips. 


"Ah passed 'rithmetic, Mistuh Murdock. Done got a C!" 
"That's a handy mark—considering you don't know the 


alphabet much past that." 


The boys have hardly dispersed before another bus pulls 


up, and 20 girls get off to add to the pandemonium. 


All the kids, plus a few infants and toddlers, are orphans or 


have parents who have drifted off and kft them. Les and his 


' wife, Thelma, give them a home. Over the past 30 years, the 


Murdocks have provided for 300 children. Some stayed a few 
months, others grew up with them. At any given time in the 
last dozen years or so, the census has ranged from .40 to 60. 
Today it's 46—what Lcs happily calls "a pretty rough total." 


The children come mainly from Kentucky or the nearby 


states. Few of their stories are pretty. One family of five bright- 
eyed towheads are the children of a moonshiner who got drunk 
one day, grabbed a shotgun, and started blasting. The kids hkl, 
their mother didn't. Their father killed her and himself. 


Six other brothers and sisters came when their parents died 


in an auto accident. But the parents of one family now with 
Les and Thelma are still much alive. Their alcoholic father 
deserted their mother some years ago, and she turned their 
children over to the Murdocks. 


Why do Les and Thelma lake all these children in? 
"Why not?" asks Les. "You can't turn kids away to end up 
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in reform schools or the penitentiary." 


When Les says "kids? he means all 


kids. He seems to have no boiling point, 
except with the bigoted and the sancti- 
monious. "I understand you have only 
children from Christian homes?" a wom- 
an recently asked him. The statement 
was largely true, not because the Mur- 
docks care about a child's background, 
but because the population in 
their area is mostly Christian. 


The woman was a potential 


benefactor, 
and Les could 


easily have told her what she 
wanted to hear. He answered 
instead, "No, Ma'm. I think 
we've but few from Christian 
homes. No Christian would 
do to a child what's been done 
to most of ours." 


Filling the void left by so 


many missing parents may be 
impossible, but the Mnrdocks 
try. There's food, a homey at- 
mosphere, the obvious joy Les 
and Thelma take in having 
the kids around, and their 
calm 
imperturbability 
that 


provides a stable reference 
point for so many whim-blown 
childhoods. 


Les had his hands full pro- 


viding some large-scale sta- 
bility last spring. Rains flood- 
ed the boys' house, ami he had 
to hustle up tents for tempo- 
rary shelter. At first the kids 
griped about sleeping out, but 
by the time the house was 
cleaned up, they'd decided 
they were Daniel Boone and 
didn't want to move indoors.' 


While Les handles the boys, 


Thelma copes with the emo- 
tional problems of 20 girls. 
"I'm always counseling two or 
three who are madly in love 
for the. first time and waiting 
to be asked to that dance," she 
laughs. "I wish everybody 
could be made Iiappy just by 
I)cing noticed by a young gan- 
gling boy." 


The Murdocks began car- 


ing for waifs back in 1936. "A 
widower named Moffitt and 
his boy, Willie, scratched out 
a living on a farm across the 
road," says Thelma. "Moffitt 
died and Willie, who was 1 2, 
told us, 'I got no place to go. 
If you give me a place, I'll 
work for it.' " 
I 


Les and Thelma, whose 
| 


own first child, Ben, was an 
infant then , took Wiliie in, 
. , 


but insisted he go to school as well as 
"work for his place." Willie -stayed two 
years. Today he's a successful trucking 
contractor. 


"Willie kind of started a habit," says 


Murdock. For about 15 years after his 
arrival, there was always at least one 
homeless child living as part of the 
family. Usually, there were half a dozen 
or more. AH came to the Murdocks on 
their own. They heard about the farm 


and just drifted down Graves County 
way. 


The Murdock population began ex- 


ploding in 1954, simultaneously with 
their one-family housing boom. With six 
extra teenagers on the premises at the 
lime, and the probability that more 
would drift in, it was clear to Les and 
Thelma that no amount of doubling up 


decided to do things in slow stages, build- 
ing the house as time and money allowed. 


He and his son, Ben, then 18, cut 


down some trees for a starter and hauled 
them to a sawmill. There, they got their 
first of many surprises—no charge for 
the milling. When word got around 
about their project, carpenters, plumbers, 
roofers, electricians—all began coming

in their modest framchoiisc could solve 
their space problem. A new building was 
needed, but how could they afford it? 


Until then, the Murdocks had never 


received any financial help. They'd man- 
aged on the income from the 300-acre 
farm, complemented by Tbclma's salary 
as a teacher at nearby Scdalia Consoli- 
dated School. Somehow they'd always 
paid their bills, but there was no money 
to spare for new housing, and so Les 


around to do a little work. Before the 
year was out, a fine building big enough 
for 20 kids stood on the Murdock lawn. 


In addition, there was a $35,000 cash 


contribution for a second house from 
the Bell City Church of Christ, to which 
the Murdocks belong. 


When the contributions of labor and 


supplies began flooding in 
for the 


houses, Les took the advice of a lawyer 
and incorporated his sprawling group 


under the title Paradise Friendly Home. 
That way people could take their con- 
tributions off their income tax. And since 
the inception of the organization, help 
has come from many sources — church 
groups, individuals—to cover the $60 a 
month it costs the Murdocks to provide 
for each child. There's also some social 
security money for the orphans, and the 


state provides for court wards. 


So far, the Murdocks have 


been remarkably lucky in rind- 
ing the helpers they need. 
Their cook is a widow named 
Mrs. Elizabeth Wiggs, whose 
picture belongs on a "Mom's 
Home Cooking" label. ' She 
came to them when the first 
house was built, worked a 
few years, then left when 
her daughter entered college. 


"When she graduated three 


years ago, I came back to say 
hello—and that was the end," 
she says. "A lx>y who'd been 
in diapers when I left hugged 
me and said, 'Hi, Mommy,' 
and here I am." 


Dennis 
and 
Margaret 


Crutchficlil, a young couple 
who live on the place with 
their year-old son, Tinimy, are 
just as devoted. I>ennis is an 
ordained minister studying for 
an advanced degree at nearby 
Murray University. Margaret 
is a nurse. "We pay them 
$300 a month and keep. It's 
about a tenth what they're 
worth," says Thelma. 


Keeping 46 youngsters oc- 


cupied constructively would 
tax the ingenuity of Merlin the 
Magician, but somehow it's 
never bothered the Murdocks. 
The kills are organized into 
groups to help in the kitchen, 
laundry, and on the farm, and 
arc paid $3 a week. This pro- 
vides ]>ockct money and soaks 
up spare time—after school, 
homework, 
television, 
and 


games arc over. 


Through it all, the Mur- 


docks have managed not to 
neglect their own three chil- 
dren, all now adults, and may 
even have someone to keep 
their brood in the family after 
they 
pass. 
Their 
middle 


daughter, Mrs. Martha Pritch- 
ard, lives nearby and shows all 
such symptoms. Though she 
has four children of her own, 
she adopted a fifth some years 
ago, a foundling sent to her 


parents. She drops by for a visit a few 
times a week, seldom without a sack of 
bubble gum or a few "extra" footballs. 


"It's kind of contagious," she says 


when asked if she'd take over Paradise 
Friendly. 


"I sure hope it's contagious," says Les. 


"If shecatchcs it, she'H never grow old." 


Has he? He just shrugs, and heads for 


the road to wait for his pretty rough 
total to arrive home from school.

Chicken is always a good choice for a cookout because its prepara- 
tion is so simple and its flavor so rewarding, especially when the 
basting is done with this Herb Barbecue Sauce. Zucchini Creole 
and Poppyseed Loaf round out the menu to perfection, with rosy 
' slices of chilled watermelon for dessert. 


Barbecued Chicken 


Place broiler-fryer halves or quarters, skin side up, on a grate set at 
least four inches above hot coals. Cook, turning occasionally and bast- 
ing frequently with Herb Barbecue Sauce. Allow 45 minutes to an hour 
and a quarter total cooking time, depending on weight of chicken and 
distance from heat. To test for doneness, teg should twist easily out of 
thigh joint and pieces should be fork tender.

Vi teaspoon sugar 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 


Slice zucchini crosswise in Vi-inch slices. Cube tomatoes and add to 
zucchini with salt, pepper, and sugar. Mix well: Divide into four portions 
on four large squares of doubled heavy-duty aluminum foil. Place Vz 
tablespoon butter on each portion. Wrap foil securely around food. Grill 
over hot coals 20 to 25 minutes, turning once. 


Poppyseed Loaf 


% cup vegetable oil 
% cup lemon juice or vinegar 
V4 cup water 
1 tablespoon sugar 
2 teaspoons salt 


1 teaspoon Ac'cent 


1 teaspoon paprika 


IV? teaspoons dried, leaf tarragon 


V<z teaspoon dried, leaf rosemary 
V4 teaspoon liquid hot 


pepper sauce 


1 tablespoon minced onion 


Cut a small loaf of unsliced white bread in half lengthwise, almost 
through to bottom, then crosswise in eighths. Place on a double thick- 
ness of heavy-duty aluminum foil. Brush all cut surfaces and the out- 
side of the loaf with melted butter. Sprinkle with poppyseeds. Wrap 
securely in foil, and place on grill for fen to 12 minutes.

NEW YORK. 


o most young girls, privacy 
and independence are of the 
utmost importance. They want 
to choose their own clothes, 


have their own dates, make their own 
decisions without the rest of the world 
watching them. 


When a family enters public life, 


however, all this goes out the window. A 
girl's every opinion is trumpeted around- 
the world, the length of her hemline he- 
comes a matter of public decision, her 
dates are chronicled in newspapers and 
on television, and each casual acquaint- 
ance is blown up into a lasting romance. 
The classic case is that of Luci Johnson 
Nugent, whose first child was born re- 
cently to the accompaniment of head- 
lines around the globe. 


Two young girls about to face this 


kind of problem are Patricia (nicknamed 
"Tricia") and Julie Nixon, daughters of 
former .Vice President 
Richard 
M. 


Nixon, who are appearing on the politi- 
cal scene once more as their father de- 
bates making another bid for the White 
House in 1968..Julie Nixon, 19, already 
has had a recent taste of the problems of 
notoriety. Last winter she went out on 
several dates with David Eisenhower, 
grandson of the President under whom 
her father served. The young couple was 
widely photographed, and endless specu- 
lative stories were written about their 
"romance" and a "new Eisenhower- 
Nixon pairing." It annoyed Julie, who 
considers her relationship with David a 
"lighthearted friendship." 


Perhaps more than anyone else in pub- 


lic life, Richard Nixon has been a stormy 
figure. He has been vilified and excori- 


• a ted-and some opponents would say he's 


given as good as he's gotten. Some of this 
has inevitably spilled over onto his 
family. 


The girls have been wounded by cruel 


or thoughtless remarks as far back as they 
can remember. Julie recalls, as a tyke 


of 4, hearing a woman on the beach hiss- 
ing how much she despised that "un- 
printable" Nixon. And the jeers of 
schoolmates still ring in their ears. 


But since Nixon's eyelash defeat for 


the presidency in 1960, and his loss of 
the 1962 gubernatorial race in Cali- 
fornia—a bitter contest—things have 
been somewhat more subdued. The 
Nixons have moved to New York, where 
the former Vice President is practicing 
law with a Wall Street firm. They live in 
a luxurious Fifth Avenue cooperative 
apartment, filled with reminders of the 
Eisenhower-Nixon administration and 
memories of world travels. New York 
Gov. Nelson Rockefeller, another poten- 
tial but undeclared GOP nominee, main- 
tains a home in the same building.

PARADE had a long visit with the 


Nixon family—and • an interview with 
the gjrls. And it quickly became appar- 
ent that this was a question both had 
wrestled with long and hard—and that 
their final decision will be based on what 
their father wants. 


"For a long time," said Julie, "I 


thought Daddy would be happier out of 
it all. Now I can see that he wouldn't. 
This is Daddy's whole life." 


When the former Vke President 


makes up his mind whether or not to run 
—which is likely to be around the end 
of the year—the girls will do all they can 
to help, their own misgivings notwith- 
standing. Nixon plans to tour college 
campuses this fall, and it's conceivable 
they'll go with him, if their class sched- 
ules permit. 


They have little eagerness to set them- 


selves up as models for the nation's 
youth. "1 don't envy the Johnson girls," 
Tricia said. But in the campaign the 
dash, personality; and humor of Tricia 
and Julie are certain to prove political 
assets. 


At 21, Tricia, the elder, a senior at 


New Yolk's Finch College, is a fragile 
beauty (5 feet 3, 95 pounds) with deep 
blue eyes and flowerlilce skin. She wears 
her honey-colored hair in a sleek, long 
bob, uses only a trace of eye and lip 
makeup. 


Like her mother, she is fashion con- 


scious, likes elegant clothes, but some- 


times runs up a shift on the family sew- 
ing machine. Wearing her favorite pink 
formal, Tricia was once described as "a 
girl who has fun and proves you can 
make it without looking like a hobgoblin 
from Creepsville." 


Tricia was so enthralled with New 


York that she chose to go to college here, 
only 16 blocks from their apartment 
Her popularity at Finch led to her elec- 
tion as president of the junior class last 
year. This summer she is working at 
school writing a freshman manual for the 
fall semester. 


In addition to her studies, Tricia has a 


flock of male admirers competing for her 
attentions, but she refuses to give any of 
them top billing. 


"There's no one I would call special," 


she said. Does that mean she has never 
fallen in love? "Well, I wouldn't say 
that!" she giggled. "I think I'm a little bit 
in love with everyone—I mean, there's 
something lovable about everyone." 


Her prowess on a recent law exam has 


the family wondering if Tricia has in- 
herited Nixon's legal ability, and Mrs. 
Nixon has suggested that Tricia consider 
law school. But for Tricia, diplomacy has 
more-appeal, although she worries that 
she may be "too outspoken" for it Her 
plan at the moment is to seek a year's 
work in a congressional office in Wash- 
ington after graduation next June.

} ulic ( 5 feet S Vi, 113 pounds) has over- 
shot her in height. At 19, Julie retains a 
trace of the littk girl in her round face, 
casual hairdo, and bouncy ways. She is 
a sophomore at Smith College in North- 
ampton, Mass. 


Seven miles from Smith is Amhcrst 


College, where David Eisenhower, 19, is 
a student. It was this proximity that led 
to what Julie calls their "friendship." 


David is working this summer at 


Scars, Roebuck and Company, in Chica- 
go. He writes to Julie, usually to pass 
along humorous tidbits from his experi- 
ences—in the complaint department. 


How do Julie's elders view the new 


Eisenhower-Nixon axis? "Well, you 
know how kids are," Nixon chuckled 
noncommittally, no doubt interested in 
protecting his constituency within the 
family. 


Privately Tricia, Julie, and David ad- 


dress each other by initials lifted from 
what they regard as their hilarious press 
billings. Tricia has been christened 
"P.P." 
(fairy 
princess), 
Julie 
is 


"N.C.P.D." (for no cream puff deb), 
and David is "T.C.C." (for teen carbon 
copy, a published reference to his 
famous grandfather). Mentioning the 
initials sends the girls into gales of 
laughter. 


For Julie,'going off to college was a 


wrench. She missed Tricia and her 
parents, but beat homesickness by plung- 
ing into activities. She, too, was popular 
enough to win election—to the Gold Key 
Club, an elite student group chosen to 
show visitors around the Smith campus. 


Pat Nixon sees a familiar political 


flair in Julie. "She thinks and acts like 
Dick—quick as a flash. Tricia is more 
reserved. She'll pause and think before 
giving an opinion," Mrs. Nixon said. 


Graduation and a career are a long 


way off, but Julie hopes eventually to 
produce television documentaries. Mean- 
while, because her mother wants her to 
learn the rigors of a 9-to-5 routine, she 
is helping out in ihe Nixon law office. 


The freedom Tricia and Julie enjoy 


now—with dates, clothes, friends, and 
curfew — provides quite a contrast to 
their sheltered childhood, when even the 
identity of the Secret Service was kept 
from them. 


"Mother pretended they were family 


friends, and we called them by their first 
names," Julie revealed. 


The Nixon girls make one thing im- 


mediately clear: Whatever the world 
may think about their father, to Tricia 
and Julie he is just about perfect. 


The feeling is 100 percent mutual. 


"I doubt if he has ever said a cross word 
to them," said Nixon's longtime aide 
Rosemary Woods. 


When Nixon is home, he serenades 


his family on the spinet in his handsome 
study (he plays piano by ear) or keeps 
the stereo going with their favorite tunes. 
He compliments the girls on new dresses 
and loves to shepherd them to ball games. 
On Sunday afternoons, they sometimes 


curl up in the den to watch television. 
On a chest nearby is a poem, penned on 
white lined paper by Julie when she was 
13, which her father has framed. 
Complete with misspelling, it reads: 


"Handsome and bind, 


Always on time, 
Loving and good, - 
Does things he should. 
Humerous, funny, 
Makes the day seem sunny. 
Helping ethers to live, 
Willing to give, his life, 
For his beloved country • • • 
That's my DAD! 


Love, Julie." 


Despite Nixon's busy career, his 


daughters always get plenty of his atten- 
tion—and praise. When Tricia won her 
class election Ipst year, a hand-delivered 
note arrived from the Nixon law office: 


"Dear Tricia, I want to be among the 


first to congratulate you. Having won 
quite a few elections and lost two in my

lifetime, I know how much more fun it 
is to win than to lose. Love, Daddy." 


Both parents have made a determined 


attempt to bring the girls up away from 
the glare of publicity. "One thing is sure, 
they're not spoiled brats," an intimate 
confided. "The Nixons have worked at 
that." But the burden of disciplinarian 
seems to fall naturally on Pat. A recent 
anecdote illustrates this: 


The late Checkers, the black cocker 


spaniel who figured prominently in the 
1952 telecast in which candidate Nixon 
explained his personal finances, had been 
succeeded in the Nixon household by 
Vkky, .a 4-year-old gray poodle. Then 
Tricia went out and bought another pup, 
a Yorkshire terrier, on an impulse. She 
later called home to ask her mother if 
she could keep another dog. "I don't 
think we should have two in the apart- 
ment," was the reply. 


"Oh Pat, let her have it," Nixoivurged. 
Returning to the phone, Mrs. Nixon 


reported, "Dad said yes, providing you 


take care of the walking and feeding." 


When Tricia and Julie disagree, as 


they do on politics (both are Republican, 
but Julie .is the less conservative), the 
storms blow over quickly. They seem to 
harbor none of the hostility toward their 
parents or each other that marks many 
' 


young people. More often th'an not,Tricia 
and Julie boost one another and consider 
themselves "best friends." 


A family joke has sprung up around 


Tricia's "conservatism," which once 
caused her father, who joins their spirited 
debates,; to give her a tiny loving cup en- 
graved, "World's Greatest Republican." 


At the height of the 1964 civil-rights 


crisis in Atlanta, when Lester Maddox, 
now governor of Georgia, was barring 
Negroes from his restaurant with ax 
handles, Tricia wrote him suggesting he 
change his restaurant to a private club. 
"I'm not a segregationist, but private 
property is private property, and you 
should be able to do with it as you please. 
( don't believe as Lester Maddox docs, 
but our views happened to coincide for 
different reasons," she asserted. 


Julie also takes an active interest in 


politics. She has always been a big fan 
of Sen. George Murphy, Republican 
from California. After he appeared on 
television in J9A5, she penned him this 
note: 


"My mother and 1 saw you on Fssues 


and Ansivers,and we want to say that you 
were great; We're glrfd to know the Re- 
publicans will try to defeat the repeal of 
14B of the Taft-liartley Act." 


When they try to sort out their ideas 


on what politics has done to them, their 
feelings are mixed. Tricia believes it has 
made them more sensitive, but both 
recognize it has been an asset, too. It has 
widened their horizons, given them an 
interest in others, and taught them the 
wisdom of boning up on facts before 
sailing into arguments. 


Their biggest thrill came at the 1960 


Chicago convention, when their father 
was nominated for the presidency and 
"we were finally old enough to appreci- 
ate it." But equally vivid in their minds 
is the terror of their parents' brush with 
death in Caracas, Venezuela, in 1958. 
Julie recalls: 


"Trish and I came home from school 


and were having lunch with the TV on. 
A bulletin came across that they were 
being stoned and spat on, and they 
didn't know if they were killed. It was 
awful! Trish ran down screaming and 
called the office." 


Jn view of dangers of the past and the 


criticism heaped on their father, why arc 
the girls willing to face it all again? 
There was a long pause before Tricia 
answered. 


"We've had family discussions about 


it, and we've just decided that whatever 
he wants to do, we're going to support 
him. When someone has such firm con- 
victions that he can do something big 
ami so outside of himself, it's a rare 
thing. You have to have faith in it."
